Hi take care of teaching sex!

A few minutes heart-to-heart with a sympathetic parent should be worth more than the best-in- 
tentioned sex education in a classroom group. Reason: Parents know their child as an individual 


By Ruth Hawthorne Fay 


I should like to ask a simple question: I 
want to know by what authority the present 
advisers and directors of our public-school 
systems feel empowered to take upon them- 
selves the education of my children in matters 
which I consider none of their affair. I am 
speaking of the so-called ‘family-living 
courses” which are now part of the regular 
schedule of many high schools and, if the ed- 
ucators have their way, will soon be required 
study for every boy and girl of high-school 


“age in the country. 


Much of the teaching in these courses I 
consider downright silly. But when it comes 
to those portions devoted to ‘‘an understand- 
ing of reproduction,” “the marriage relation- 
ship,” “boy-and-girl problems,” the courses 
are more than silly. To my way of thinking, 
they invade the rights of individual privacy. 

I do not believe that sex education under 
any guise is a function of the public school. It 
belongs in the home. And I want it to stay 
there. 


But the educational planners scheme to in- 
clude within the range of scholastic pursuits 
the whole vast panorama of man’s relation to 
woman. Your children and mine are now be- 
ing taught, or are about to be taught, the 
most delicate and personal adjustments in all 


life from a book. What book? And interpreted 
by whom? 

The planners will tell you that since so 
many parents obviously fail when it comes to 
instructing their young, or so obviously set 
them a bad example by their own behavior, 
the right to take over all children falls within 
the province of the school. To be sure, many 
of us have failed and will continue to fail. 
But does this give schools the right to take 
over the intimate education of our children? 
If we are failures, then we are the ones to be 
educated, take the courses, see the films, 
listen to the talks, so that we may do a better 
job of it than our parents did for us. If we 
prove by inertia or ineptitude to be incapable 
of this, then, of course, some provision should 
be made to help our children. 


In any case I do not think group instruction 
is the answer—certainly not for a bewildered 
and possibly frightened youngster, certainly 
not for those whose patterns have been set in 
the wrong direction. As taxpayers, we are all 
up to our necks in programs for building new 
schools. Let us take some of the money al- 
located for bigger and better gymnasiums and 
football fields and hire competent social 
workers to help these children as individuals 
get on the right path. { Turn to page 323

Well, so far as the cost of your television set is concerned, 
you're now over the $175 which another dealer might ad- 
vertise as the total price of the same set, installed and serv- 
iced. But that’s not the real complaint. It’s only the begin- 
ning, as the story has been reported to Better Business 
Bureaus in several cities 

The fraudulent ‘“‘cut-rate’’ dealer sends you a substitute 
for the set you ordered (or even a rebuilt set), claiming there’s 
a shortage of Brand No. 1. You're eager to begin vour TV 
viewing, and you accept this substitution. Its O.K.: You 
have your owner’s service policy. If anything goes wrong 
with the set, you’re protected 

That’s what you think. In a few days, something does go 
wrong with the substitute TV receiver. You telephone the 
dealer, who informs you he does not provide service. Look 
at your policy, he suggests; it names an independent service 
company. So the serviceman, with whom you've had no 
contact, turns out to be the man responsible for the satis- 
factory operation of your set—not the dealer who sold it nor 
the manufacturer who made it 


You call the service company. Nothing happens. You try 


the dealer. He refers you again to the service company. In 
desperation, you write the manufacturer. He’s not respon- 
sible for the efficient operation of your set either: You should 
call the serviceman who has your service policy. No one, it 
seems, is responsible for the faulty merchandise you’ve been 
sold, and no one cares. You're the victim of television’s

Watch yourself in 
lot-line troubles 


By Harold J. Parnham 


Who’s liable? Suppose a strong wind blows your tree over, 
wrecking a neighbor's roof. Are you to blame? The answer de- 
pends partly on the laws of your state, but mainly on the condt- 
tion of your tree before it went down. For that reason, you'll be 
wise to take care of weak trees, and to look for other possible causes 
of trouble along your lot lines. 


Wren you buy a lot, you also acquire neighbors. And 
it’s possible to let yourself in for a lot of trouble if you 
forget that both you and the man next door have definite 
rights and responsibilities in the thin area where lot 
meets lot. 

Bushes and trees hang across property lines. Water runs 
from one lot to another after each rain. And there’s 
always the possibility that you may be giving part of your 
lot to your neighbor, if he only wants to take it. 

The laws that cover these things aren’t always the same 
in every state. The points mentioned below are only 
meant to warn you what to look out for. Then, if there’s 
any question about a problem you have, check with a 
lawyer who knows your own state and city laws. 


Keep all the land you bought 


Many people have been surprised to learn that they 
can lose part of their land, even though they faithfully 
make all tax payments. In many states, if you or your 
neighbor puts up a boundary fence in the wrong place, 
and the fence remains there for a certain number of 
years (11 years in many states), it becomes the new 
boundary line. 

For that reason, always set a fence on the line. If you 
plant a hedge, you obviously won’t put it right on the 
line because you want the eventual spread of the bushes 
to remain on your side. But you should keep the strip of 
land outside the hedge cultivated right up to the line so 
that it appears that you are using the ground. This may 
sound silly, but many lawsuits have established that such 
use of the land establishes the boundary.

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Lot-line troubles 2 


fence or plant exactly on the line 
In such a case, see that your lot 
stakes are in plain sight, and main- 
tain the ground outside in some 
way. You may use it as a walkway 
or as a place for storing materials 
or a compost heap. The important 
thing is to show that it is your land 
and that you are using it 

Of course, all this means that 
you should know where your 
boundary lines are. If you don’t 
already have metal lot-line stakes 
at each corner, have a surveyor set 
them in. It will be cheap insurance 
against possible future headaches 


Community driveways 
are poison 


There is no neighborhood prob- 
lem so full of the danger of argu- 
ments and lawsuits as the com- 
munity driveway, which is used by 
two or more property owners 

It may seem neighborly to let 
the man next door use your drive 
to get to his garage so that he won't 
have to build his own driveway 
But if he uses your driveway for 11 
years (in many states), you can 
never again stop him from using it 
except by his written permission 
Maybe your mother or best friend 
lives next door, but they won't 
live there forever, and the next 
owner may not be so friendly 

And don’t ever join with a 
neighbor in building a driveway 
that is half on his lot and half on 
yours. It may seem like a good way 
to save money and space, but it 
will lead to nothing but trouble 
It’s disconcerting to come home 
and find yourself unable to put 
your car in because your neighbor's 
car or his children’s toys are block- 
ing the way 


Who owns lot-line trees? 


This problem has many rami- 
fications and interpretations in 
different states, but they are in 
general agreement on the main 
points. The general interpretation 
is that you and your neighbor not 
only own a piece of land, you also 
own straight up and straight down 
to a certain extent. 

So, if you have a tree, and if a 
branch extends over your neigh- 
bor’s lot, he has the right to cut it 
off. However, he can trim the 
branch only if it doesn’t materially 
injure your tree. And_ there’s 
where you start splitting hairs. The 
loss of any branch is a shock to the 
tree to some extent, so it often 
takes a court to decide at what 
point “material damage” has been 
done. It may give you small com- 
fort to know that the branch still 
belongs to you—if you want to 
claim it—after it has been cut off 

In the case of fruit or nuts on 
those overhanging branches, you 
own them as long as they cling to 
the tree. When they drop on your 
neighbor’s land, he owns them 

The real test of people getting 
along as neighbors comes when a 
tree trunk grows right on the lot 
line. Then you’d better get to- 
gether as neighbors and decide 
what to do. It’s true that the part 
of the tree on your side is yours todo 
with what you please. But if you 
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do anything that harms the tree, 

are liable for damages. It’s a 
case of having the right to take a 
pound of flesh provided you don’t 
spill a drop of blood 


Damage from falling trees 

What happens when your tree or 
a limb falls or blows down and 
damages your neighbor's property 
or injures him? Most court decisions 
have held that you are liable if the 
tree showed outer signs of weakness 
or damage. But if the tree appeared 
healthy and sound, you are not to 
blame 

Even if the tree turns out to be a 
completely hollow shell, the courts 
usually hold that you can’t be rea- 
sonably expected to know that it 
was dangerous if the bark was in- 
tact and the tree appeared healthy 
before the accident 


Surface water drainage 

Water from rain and melting 
snow runs downhill, and if it runs 
from your lot onto your neighbor’s, 
he can’t force you to do anything 
about it. This is true, though, only 
if the water drained that same way 
before you built your house and 
graded the vard 

You are not permitted to change 
the natural drainage of surface 
water—although there are certain 
exceptions to this rule. If the water 
originally ran across your land 
onto the back of the next lot, for 
instance, and if your grading and 
building makes it drain onto the 
front of the next lot, your neighbor 
has cause for complaint. 

You can’t create a narrow ditch 
or watercourse and dump the wa- 
ter in one spot on your neighbor. 
Neither can you tile the water so it 
dumps on your neighbor in one 
spot. In most states you can take 
the ends of the tile no nearer than 
eight feet to the lot line. There you 
must spread the water out on a 
fairly flat surface where it won't 
cause a wash 

The only place where you can 
dump a concentration of water is 
into a public street or alley, or into 
an established watercourse or 
storm sewer. Most cities won't 
permit you to dump roof water into 
the sanitary sewer system of your 
house . ;

Tre next thing you know, you'll be fighting tooth decay 
with penicillin. Under supervised use, penicillin tooth pow- 
der has produced startling reduction of tooth decay in 
Massachusetts school children. 

You can buy it now at drug stores with a dentist's pre- 
scription. Whether you'll be able to buy it without one is 
up to the Food and Drug Administration. At any rate, an 
F.D.A. official told me that penicillin tooth powders, which 
kill the acid-loving bacteria associated with cavities, will 
soon be breaking out “‘all over.” Pencillin has a head 
start, but other antibiotic, or germ-stifling, drugs such as 
terramycin and aureomycin may come into the picture. 

Penicillin’s performance is backed up by thorough study 
supervised by Dr. Helmut A. Zander of Tufts College Dental 
School. Two groups of Walpole, Massachusetts, grade- 
school children were test subjects. One group of 150 used a 
neutral tooth powder. Another group of 202 used an identi- 
cal powder except for addition of penicillin. The youngsters 
brushed their teeth in the classroom once a day, under 
supervision. They were told to brush their teeth morning 
and evening at home. After two years, the penicillin-powder 
users had 55 percent fewer cavities than the other group. 

This makes important news but brings some confusion, 
too. Your medicine cabinet—if it’s like the one at our house 
—contains two or three different decay-stoppers. Our young 
daughter has had sodium fluoride applications. We do a fair 
job of restricting her intake of concentrated sweets. She 
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THU 
about preventing 
(ooth decay! 


brushes her teeth or rinses her mouth after eating—if she 
remembers 

Altogether, we figure she'd need two sets of teeth to take 
full advantage of the decay prevention claimed for various 
techniques if they were cumulative! Yet on her last visit to 
the dentist, he found and filled a small cavity. 


Her mother and I happen to feel that regular care by a 
dentist is the best tooth protection we can give our daugh- 
ter, and we're satisfied with the record. Still, news of yet 
another decay preventive may make you wonder if widely 
promoted products and methods are all they're cracked up 
to be. Is one dentifrice better than another? Are the claims 
legitimate? Can you improve the family’s dental health? 
What can you reasonably expect, in down-to-earth terms? 

By and large, the popular decay preventives do all that 
they claim in the original scientific reports. Freehand interpre- 
tation, however, can distort such a report into something 
that looks as if it had been held before a curved mirror in a 
fun house. And some enthusiasts have snatched the ball out 
of the laboratory before it was fully inflated and raced down 
the field with it, scattering cautions, if’s, and yes-but’s like 
so many thwarted tacklers 


Oe thing you can be pretty sure of is that while statistics 
mean what they say, they don’t always say what vou think 
they mean. For instance, an official report states that chil- 
dren who drink fluoridated water have 5.4 fewer cavities 
per 100 incisor teeth than children who don’t. Would you 
say that the treatment prevents 5.4 percent of cavities? The 
statistical effectiveness is 10 times greater, 55 percent—the 
difference between 9.9 and 4.5 cavities in two groups of 
children. Percentages of difference can be tremendous, yet 
deal with relatively few cavities 

Americans over 6 years of age will develop something like 
112,000,000 new cavities this year. Thus you can “prove” 
that you'll have 114 fresh cavities the next 12 months, 
whether you brush your teeth or not. A tooth powder 50- 
percent effective in preventing decay would cut your ex- 
pectancy to 5¢ of a cavity. But that would still leave a den- 
tistin your life. Obviously, the figures prove nothing at all 
about you and your family. They merely suggest caution in 
taking some of the claims too literally. 

Enough evidence is now in so that the value of the various

, a world of promise for the home 
gardener in the new chemical compound 
—maleic hydrazide—which tests hint will 
profoundly affect man’s knowledge of 
plants and how they grow. 

Developed by the Naugatuck Chemical 
Division of the U. S. Rubber Company, 
mah-lay-ick hy-drah-zide or M-H has sent 
scientists to work on a score of related 
fronts to determine the factors and prob- 
lems to be controlled before you can give it 
a try in your back yard. 

Enough is known, however, to bring a 
new light to the eyes of plant breeders and 
commercial flower growers. 

M-H is like a restraining hand on the 
growth of too-ambitious plants. Sprayed 
on lawns, clipped hedges, and other plants, 
it seems to throw them into slow motion. 
Rampant growth of new grass in spring 
slows to midsummer tempo. This, of 
course, means no Saturday tussle with the 
lawn mower, no raking of lawn clippings, 
no biting of nails when rainy days prevent 
regular mowing. 


D-. R. Milton Carleton reports on M-H 
this way: 

“If my experience in Illinois last year is 
any indication of what M-H can do, it may 
save millions of hours of labor for American 
homeowners. In early spring, before the 
grass grew too tall to mow, I sprayed my 
lawn with a solution of M-H in water. This 
lawn is an ordinary mixture of Kentucky 


bluegrass and Creeping Red fescue, with 
the usual chance species one finds in the 
Midwest. 

“For four weeks after spraying, it re- 
mained at a height of about 2 inches, as 
though it had been mowed at that height. 
Then it began to grow a little, so I gave it 
a mowing. This wasn’t the usual struggle 
with a heavy, lush spring growth—just 
once-over-lightly to make the lawn look 
neat. 

“Then I sprayed again, and for another 
four weeks it stood still. By that time, 
growth had slowed so that four more mow- 
ings kept the lawn neat and tidy for the 
rest of the summer.

are subject to late spring freezes. The re- 
port describes a preliminary test in which 
roses sprayed with the new chemical were 
held in dormant condition for several 
weeks longer than unsprayed plants. If the

Shallow planting means poor tulips 


The greatest single cause of tulip failure is too-shallow 
planting. Studies of reports of tulips that failed to flow- 
er the first spring showed that 90 percent of them were 
planted less than 4 inches below the surface. 

Planting too shallow damages tulips in two ways. 
First, it allows the shoot to start growing too early 
when a late-winter warm spell comes along. Thus, 
late frosts may kill the flower bud. Second, shallow 
planting encourages the mother bulb to divide into 
several smaller bulbs, most of which take several years 
to reach flower size. 

When I planted tulips with 5 inches or more of soil 
over the top of the bulb, they flowered almost 100 per- 
cent. A mulch over these same tulips made results even 
better, with longer stems and bigger flowers. Where the 
bulbs were set with only 2 or 3 inches of soil over the 
tips, many were killed outright, and less than one in 
five produced a flower. 

Recommended depth of planting is 5 to 7 inches in 
heavier soils, 6 to 8 inches in lighter loams. 


Pest-resistant mulch on way 


One of the newest tricks to make gardening easier is 
the use of tung-oil waste as a mulch. This material 
seems to be poisonous to moles and soil insects, and 
prevents damage by these pests. One firm in the South 
is already producing the mulch, but supplies are still 
limited. It will probably be available through garden 
stores in 1951-52. 


Potassium cyanate kills chickweed 


While potassium cyanate or PC was introduced pri- 
marily as a crabgrass killer (Better Homes & Gardens, 
April, 1950), it seems to be just as good against chick- 
weed, a major pest in many sections. Chickweed seems 
to be in active growth whenever the temperature is 
above freezing, so spraying can still be done until 
early November over most of the country. 


New blueberries are better 


People who love blueberries (and who doesn’t!) will 
want two new varieties put out by the New Jersey Ex- 
periment Station and the Department of Agriculture. 
One, called Colville, is the latest of all blueberries to 
ripen, and extends the season by at least a week. The 
other, Berkeley, has very large berries of a bright shade 
of pale blue. Both are quite tart and high in aroma, 
which overcomes the objection that cultivated blue- 
berries lack flavor.

Plants growing in dry soil won’t send roots to a nearby 
source of moisture, no matter how much the plants are 
suffering from lack of water. Roots grow haphazardly 
through the ground, and when they hit water, it is 
only by accident. True enough, they will increase to 
take advantage of moisture, once they happen to find 
it. But don’t depend on your plants to look for theit 
own water. Give them a constant supply which will 
get down to where roots already are. 


Parathion feeds plants as it kills bugs 


Parathion was developed as a chemical to kill insects. 
But it’s been noted that plants sprayed with parathi- 
on grow better, apparently because the insecticide 
actually feeds the plants through the leaves. Parathi- 
on is a phosphorus compound, and many plants need 
additional phosphorus. Tests now under way seem to

Even without an external cause, we are bound to have 


our ups and downs. It is well established that our energy, 
our muscle tone, and our mental outlook rise and fall with 
rhythmic changes in the body’s hormone, acid-alkali, elec- 
tro-chemical, and perhaps oxygen-blood balances 

Exactly what role each factor plays is still a mystery. The 
prominence of the sex hormones in the picture is evident 
from the depression—termed involutional melancholia 
which sometimes overtakes women during their change of 


life. It also may hit men during waning sexual potency. 


Puberty, pregnancy, and the arrival of old age are also 
times when life suddenly may look dark 

It is well known, too, that our feelings may fluctuate with 
the weather and the season. One young man, it may not 
amaze you, got his depression every fall and got rid of it 
every spring. The day of the week has some effect, as you 
may judge from your Monday-morning blues 

Sheer monotony, even in gratification of your desires, can 
shrivel your spirit. A test once showed that people get rest- 
less and depressed when exposed continuously to bright, 
sunshiny weather. A common complaint among North- 
erners settling in the South is that there isn’t enough stimu- 
lating variation in the climate 

In other words, you want your biological pendulum to 
swing, for contrast’s sake, but not too far, either toward ex- 
treme excitement (mania) or extreme apathy (depression). 
How, precisely, does one feel when overcome by a spell of 


depression? 


| + $\ HAVE you ever felt so down in the dumps that 

you could sense the circles under your eyes? You 

_/ are so sensitive that you don’t need to look in the 

mirror to know that your eyelids droop and the 

corners of your mouth sag. You feel as if you might burst 
into tears if anvone said a kind word to you. 

Or your shoulders slump and you sit or walk with eyes 
downcast, as if you had a stiff neck? You talk in low, halting 
tones. Everything is an effort. Or the world takes on a re- 
mote, unreal quality. You don’t feel a part of it. You are 
likely constipated, or may have nervous indigestion. Your 
sex urge is gone. 

Or possibly you feel anxious and agitated, as if you were 
guilty of something and the whole world had turned against 
The future looks black, 
and you feel as if you had lost your last friend. (You may 


you. Your past mistakes haunt you 


have, too, because -in the psychological scheme of things, 
you are your own last friend.) 

If you have had some combination of these feelings, you 
have had—and please note, surv:ved—a depression. Whether 
it was what the doctors call a mild depression or a severe 
one, a retarded depression or an agitated one, is hard to say. 

More than likely it was mild, but it is a matter of medical 
dispute whether there is any basic difference between mild 
and severe depressions, except for duration and depth of the 
symptoms. Some contend, with some reason, that how long 
the depression lasts and how deeply it penetrates makes all 
the difference in the world.

It’s not an easy question, but there are some guideposts. 

A suicidal depression seems to involve a complete loss 
of grip on your instinct to fight and to survive. Some blame 
a “diseased conscience’’ for this reversal of nature, as if 
your conscience had agreed with some imaginary dictator 
who said you must be punished for the human failings which 
everyone has. 

Some experts theorize that possibly no one can get up 
energy to kill himself who does not at the same time wish, 
unconsciously, to murder someone with whom he is 
closely identified. 

A person who takes his anger out on himself, even by 
banging his head against the wall, has a better chance of 
recovering than one who attacks others. At least that’s what 
Dr. George W. Albee, of Pittsburgh’s Western Psychiatric 
Institute and Clinic, reported last spring after a study of 
400 accident and injury reports in a large mental hospital. 

Doctors regard a depression of any sort as “‘anger turned 
against oneself.” Frustration overwhelms and exhausts you. 
You hate yourself for your helplessness. You are full of de- 
featism and spite. You tell the world, ‘You'll be sorry,” and 
show it by sulky withdrawal from the happy scramble. 

Don’t make the mistake, though, of figuring that every 
sourpuss, cynic, or singer of the blues is seriously depressed. 
Perhaps this is his way of venting his hurt feelings, by taking 
them out on you. Actually, depression may hit the bright, 
cheerful fellow who drives to come out on top. The man 
who has to win sometimes cracks defeat. 
There are some who can’t stand success itself; they feel 
nobody loves them any more 


after one big 


Much, if not everything, depends on what kind of person 
you are. Both the overly passive or meek and the overly 
rigid and unrelenting are believed to get depressed more 
readily. Both find it difficult to indulge in everyday give- 
and-take. 

Perhaps the questions you should ask yourself are these: 

Does your depression bother or disturb you a great deal? 

Has it hung on an unusually long time? 

Does it interfere with your family life? 

Does it keep you from working? 

Does it prevent you from finding any enjoyment at all? 

In a mild case of the blues, your answers are likely to be, 
perhaps with some minor modifications, **No”’ in four out of 
five. It may well be that you will want to discuss the problem 
with an understanding friend (or even a stranger), a clergy- 
man, or a physician with a wise head and a warm heart. 

Never forget that simple human understanding is often 
the answer to what is troubling you. Perhaps the greatest 
miracle ever worked by the human mind is the relief rising 
within you as you comprehend something new about your- 
self and exclaim, “Now, I know!” 

For example, few people are aware that disturbing, 
haunting thoughts about one’s own destruction are a com- 
mon phenomenon of the human mind. These may come and 
go and be revealed to no one.

Checkups find defective brakes on every fifth car. 
Linings last from 10,000 to 50,000 miles. Brakes need 
adjustment several times in lining’s life. Have them 
tightened whenever pedal pushes to within 2” of floor. 
After that, safety margin is gone, and you're in danger. 


TIRES

Check bimonthly. Pressure recommended by manu- 
facturer (usually 24 pounds for low-pressure tires) is 
for cold tires. If you check after town driving for mile 
or two, inflate to 27 pounds. On highway, 29. These 
pressures equal 24 pounds in a standing, cold tire. 


Grasp jacked front wheel; push in, pull out. 
Loose? Bearing needs tightening. Grasp wheel 
top and bottom; shake. If brake plate moves 
over 1/32”, kingpin needs rebushing. Check 
for loose tie rods by moving front of wheel. 


Brakes that don’t give smooth stop from any 
-ed are dangerous. Here are symptoms: Worn 
nings scratch, grind; scarred drums grunt; 
greasy linings grab; lack of brake fluid or weak 
brake hoses demand pumping of brake pedal.

Occasionally inspect tires for bruises. Probe out 
glass, metal.

Bu his problems may start long 
before he’s grown. A child who is 
never asked or permitted to help 
around the house may feel that his 
parents just don’t think he’s capa- 
ble. He feels inferior, even useless. 
Sometimes he becomes shy and 
anxious. Or he may try to get back 
at his parents by being sullen and 
quarrelsome. 

Dr. David Levy, the noted child 
psychiatrist, tells of a 10-year-old 
boy whose mother wouldn't let 
him help her, even though he had 
been begging to do so for years. 
Now he ordered his mother around, 
struck her when angry, spit at her 
when she did anything he disliked, 
threw food on the floor when it was 
not to his taste. He shot a toy pistol 
close to her face, and although she 
pleaded with him to stop, kept it 
up until she wept. 

Often, the youngster who’s made 
to feel useless and inadequate 
eventually refuses to take anv re- 
sponsibility at all. He becomes lazy 
and indifferent, takes it for granted 
that people will wait on him. And 
he usually gets worse as he gets 
older. 


Phew, then, should you go about 
getting your boy or girl to help? 
First, accept the fact that it’s going 
to require as much effort on your 
part as on his. In the beginning, 
there’s no denying, it’s a lot quick- 
er and easier to do a chore yourself 
than to give a child a chance at it. 
Children learn slowly; they make 
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mistakes; they’re awkward ang 
clumsy. Even after they know hip 
to do something, they take muc} 
longer to do it than you would 
That’s why so many parents ry 
into trouble when they first try 
to get their children to help. Littl 
Suzy’s mother sees that it takes 
Suzy four times as long to dust 
chair leg or wipe a spoon—anq 
even then, perhaps, Suzy doesn’tdy 
a perfect job. Mother can’t help 
scowling at Suzy’s inefficiency, and 
Suzy can’t help sensing Mother; 
displeasure. So next time, Mother 
doesn’t ask for help, and Suzy 
doesn’t seem particularly inter. 
ested anyhow. 

Admittedly it takes patience to 
stand by and wait when you could 
be doing the job yourself in half the 
time. But if you want your young. 
ster to grow and progress, youl 
see these first fumbling attempts as 
a move in the right direction, just 
as you see his first faltering steps or 
the first words he speaks. You'll 
understand, too, that the more ex- 
perience he gets at anything he 
does, the more skillful he will be- 
come. It’s up to you, then, to see 
that he gets plenty of experience. 
Below are five concrete sugges- 
tions which can guide you in guid- 
ing him: 


Start early 


Don’t do what Mrs. Sweet did. 
Last week she was baking a cake. 
Four-year-old Mike asked, “Can I 
help?” 

Mrs. Sweet said: “‘Run out and 
play, Mike. You know little boys 
don’t bake cakes.” 

Mike hung around and asked 
again. Mrs. Sweet said, “You're 
not old enough. You won't be able 
to do anything!” 

“But Mommy, please,” wailed 
Mike, ‘‘can’t I shake that shaker 
for you?”’ (She was sifting flour.) 

**No, you'll make a mess.” Mike 
went away, and Mrs. Sweet felt 
free to bake her cake. Like many 
parents, she overlooked one im- 
portant fact: Her son sincerely 
wanted to help her. 
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“Whistle some more, Daddy!” 











Right now nothing is so impor- 
tant to him as showing his mother 
and dad how grown up he is. That 
means that right now is the best 
time for him to start learning how 
to be helpful. By the time he gets 
toa more independent age, he'll 
still help as a matter of course. If 
his parents wait till they think he 
is old enough, he may no longer 
want to. 

But what can a 4-year-old do? 

lenty, if his folks are patient 
enough to show him how. Mike 
could have greased the tin. He 
could have handed his mother 
utensils. He could have sifted the 
flour, or at least helped her do it. 
After the cake was in the oven, he 
could have helped her clean up. 
Sure the cake would have taken a 
few minutes longer, but would that 
really have mattered? Especially 
if Mrs. Sweet might have seen the 
look on Mike’s face that night— 
when his father asked, “‘What did 
you do today?”’ and Mike replied, 
“Mommy and I baked a cake.” 


Make helping fun 


The other night Mr. Wall felt 
out of sorts. He’d missed out on a 
big sale that day, and his 14-year- 
old son was late for dinner. The 
moment the boy came home, his 
dad pounced on him: “Saturday 
morning you're going to stay home 
and take off screens. And when you 
finish, you'll clean out the attic. 
The boy slouched sullenly in his 
chair, and was grouchy for the rest 
of the week. On Saturday he did 
the job, but he grumbled constant- 
ly, and bruised his thumb badly. 

In too many homes, household 
chores are made unnecessarily un- 
pleasant. They're assigned when 
parents are irritable, when they 
want to punish, when it’s a rainy 
day and everybody is at wit’s end. 
Naturally, youngsters don’t want 
to do them. Whatever they do 
tackle is done poorly and careless- 
ly. Things will work out a lot more 
successfully if chores are assigned 
pleasantly, casually, when every- 
body ison good terms. And loading 
kids with extra work on Saturdays 
and Sundays isn’t a good idea, 
since they're bound to feel you’re 
punishing them or depriving them 
of play and relaxation. 


Don’t set Standards too high

| Carrie agreed to 
dust the furn: 


ire in the living 
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room. Her folks were having com- 
pany that night; her baby brother 
was sick and wasn’t giving her 
mother a moment’s peace. Carrie 
worked well for half an hour; then 
suddenly the dust cloth slipped and 
knocked over a figurine. Her moth- 
er said Carrie had been careless, 
and that Mother never should 
have expected her to be any use in 
an emergency. Actually, the acci- 
dent was not the girl’s fault. Her 
mother should have realized that a 
7-year-old simply cannot stick with 
a task for that long without getting 
tired and bored. Besides, children 
are naturally harder on things than 
adults, partly because their interest 
lags, and partly because they lack 
co-ordination. 


Remember your own attitude 
is catching 

Don’t expect the kids to be eager 
to help with house and yard work 
if they see that you hate every min- 
ute of it. If Dad groans loudly at 
the prospect of taking off storm 
windows and postpones doing it as 
long as he can, his son will groan 
too when he’s old enough to take 
over the job. A mother who scowls 
and fumes at the drudgery of iron- 
ing or darning or cleaning Vene- 
tian blinds won’t get much help 
from her daughter. Or if daughter 
does help, she’s likely to grumble 
something like: “I really don’t see 
why the beds have to be made 
when we're only going to sleep in 
them again in a few hours!” 

Nobody says that you ought to 
bounce and bubble your way 
through chores so the kids will 
catch the right spirit. But you can 
put across the idea that as long as 
these jobs have to be done, it’s 
good to do them as swiftly and ef- 
ficiently as possible. 

Remember, too, that even if you 
don’t like housework, your young- 
sters may not mind it at all. Boys 
and girls /ike to do things with their 
hands . . . they enjoy wielding 
brooms, rolling dough, grinding 
meat, maneuvering the vacuum 
cleaner. So don’t spoil their fun. 

It’s important to let a youngster 
know that his household chores are 
not duties or obligations that you 
impose on him, but rather that 
they’re his fair share of a job that 
you're all doing together. It’s prac- 
tical for you and the kids to decide 
together which member of the fam-

When you make draperies, 
whether lined or unlined, remem- 
ber these first essentials: Cut on a 
thread or tear the lengths so fabric 
is straight; never skimp on fullness 
or lengths; use generous hems. 


To measure for draperies. 
Measure.from top of rod to floor. 
Add 3 inches to each length for a 
hem and usually 2 inches at top for 
casing for rod. Valance is ideal in 
depth when it measures slightly 
more than 1/6 the full length of 
drapery. Valance hem should be 1 
inch deeper than hem at bottom— 
in this case 4 inches. The finish at 
the top varies according to type of 
rod of fixture. 


Matching designs in fabric. If 
your fabric has a definite motif that 
must be matched, buy the equiv- 
alent of one extra motif length for 
each pair of draperies. This extra 
fabric allows you to move a design 
up or down. This way you can 
make sure the motifs will be in the 
same position in each piece of dra- 
pery—also the same in all pairs in 
the room. 


For more than one width. Us- 
ually, one full width of 50-inch 
fabric is used for each side of a win- 
dow, with three full widths for val- 
ance. If narrow fabric is used and 
window is average, then one extra 
length should be bought for each 
pair of draperies, plus extra for 
valance. The extra drapery length 
is split lengthwise and 14 width 
added to each whole length to 
make each drapery piece wide 
enough. Small windows can use 
narrower-width fabric without ad- 
dition of half widths, but a window 
drapery should never look skimpy. 
It’s better to have an abundance 
than not enough. 

After deciding how much fabric 
vou need, figure the exact length 
lor each drapery and for each val- 
ance. Windows often differ; so 
measure each individually. Cut 
your lengths, tearing or cutting on 
a thread, Chintz is easy to tear, 
difficult to straighten. Loosely- 
woven fabrics should be stretched 
diagonally before cutting, to 
straighten.

If a double rod is 
used, make casing wide enough so 
rod can slip through easily. 


Lined draperies. For drapery 
linings, sateen is always preferred. 
It comes in several qualities, also 
widths, to suit the fabric and the 
purse. Decide at the outset about 
using interlining. It is usually used 
with a lining, for these two simple 
reasons: First, it adds bulk and in 
that way gives a more substantial 
look; second, it makes draperies 
Opaque—an advantage when they 
take the place of blinds. If no inter- 
lining is used, proceed as directed 
for lined draperies, simply omit- 
ting interlining. If used, buy a 
weight of canton flannel right in 
width and weight for your fabric 
and dense enough for the opaque- 
ness you desire.

Clean inside clamps 
with sandpaper. Grease the terminals and clamps thoroughly. 


With lights at “bright,” driving 18-20 miles an hour, your ammeter 
should show no discharge. With lights off and engine at driving 
speed, ammeter should show a full rate of charge until battery is 
festored (if low), then charge rate should drop almost to zero.

(Have you anv idea of the value 
of all your household belongings? 
How much insurance do you carry? 
And if you live in the country, can 
your rural fire department be of 
material assistance without water? 
A well is not much use. Some wells 
are too near the house. Some are 
shallow with water levels beyond 
the reach of a pumper’s draft hose 
Many are sealed wells 
built for this 


I'd suggest 
a concrete cistern, 
purpose and none other, located a 
safe distance from the house and 
on the side of the prevailing winds, 
easily accessible to local fire-fight- 
ing apparatus. Why not ask the 
local fire chief to look over your 
house with you? He and some of 
his men may someday find this 
familiarity helpful to you both. 
Firemen are understandably loath 
to dash into dark and smoke-filled 
houses when they may have dif- 
ficulty in finding stairs and exits.) 


After our first fire, we found a 
lakeside house for the summer. 
Summer was still some weeks away. 

The owner, acquainted with the 
chill weeks of a lakeside spring, 
promised to have the furnace over- 
hauled. We moved in—on a rainy, 
windy Saturday. Down cellar, I 
found the owner had been true to 
his word. The workmen, in fact, 
seemed to have finished just the 
day before. Cuttings from the 
metal hot-air ducts were strewn 
about the floor. Yet the bowl of 
the furnace was as clean as a 
whistle. I tumbled paper and wood 
in the fire pot and threw in a 
match. 

A couple of minutes later there 
was screams from upstairs. All 
seemed quict on the first floor. I 
tore up to the second. My wife 
stood transfixed just outside the 


bathroom door. Smoke, flecks of 


burned paper, and sparks were 
soaring up into the room from the 
heating vent in the bathroom floor 
I kicked the vent shut, hammered 
open the window, flicked on the 
bathtub faucet, and plugged in the 
stopper. Then I dashed down 
cellar and dumped the fire. I 
grabbed a bucket in the kitchen on 
my way back upstairs, dipped it 
into the filling tub, kicked open the 
heating vent again, and poured 
several bucketfuls down it. Then I 
slowly retraced my steps to the 
cellar, feeling walls and partitions 
en route to spy out any hidden 
blaze. All seemed calm—except 
my puse and blood pressure. 

I phoned the owner and asked 
him if he could get in touch with

With the arrival of fall, we rented 
a house in the suburbs of the city. 
It was of solid brick construction, 
and had just been completely done 
over, including the installation of a 
new oil furnace. Yet it was on fire 
before we had been in it one day! 

One of the many conveniences 
of the house was an incinerator. It 
was the type that connects to a 
trap door in the kitchen wall 
through which you can dump 
refuse down into the burning pit. 

We moved into the house. One 
corner of the garage soon became 
cluttered with paper and excelsior 
from our packing crates and bar- 
rels. Knowing a fire hazard by now 
when I saw one, I had no intention 
of having that debris around the 
garage waiting for the rubbish 
man. Not when I had just acquired 
an incinerator. 

I stuffed the fire pot of the in- 
cinerator, tossed in a match, and 
returned to the garage. Before I 
was halfway downstairs with a 
second load, I heard that by-now- 
familiar sound of flames licking 
across receptive wood! Half the 
ceiling seemed to be ablaze. I 
dashed back to the garage, snapped 
the twine from some new hose, 
connected it hurriedly, kicked 
through a cellar window, and had 
that fire out in 10 minutes. 


y I investigated. There was 
no top to the incinerator! When 
the new oil furnace had been in- 
stalled, so likewise had been sev- 
eral new cold-air returns. One of 
these ran directly across the top of 
the incinerator, or rather, where 
the top of the incinerator had been.

bit of property, had been awfully 
busy, and he had forgotten to warn 
me. He was certain that I could 
understand. 


A few months later we had an- 
other scare. I was reading the 
paper in the living room. Sud- 
denly I heard screams from our 
housekeeper in the kitchen 

As I crashed into the kitchen 
my eyes took in an incredible 
tableau. The housekeeper, scream- 
ing, stood in the middle of the 
floor. Shades, curtains, cupboards, 
and ceiling paint were ablaz 

I put that fire out with an ex- 
tinguisher before it spread to the 
rest of the house. 

The cause? ‘Fried cakes.” You 
probably know them as doughnuts 
The fat caught fire. The house- 
keeper had grabbed the kettle with 
pot holders and started for the back 
door. But she couldn't make it, so 
she stopped at the kitchen sink and 
turned cold water on the flames 
They immediately jumped away 
from the kettle, soared up to the 
ceiling, and mushroomed out in 
all directions. 

(If your fire comes from gasoline, 
oils, fats, grease, or paint, you 
don’t want water, unless you're 
epuipped to apply it in a very fine 
spray. The situation calls for 
smothering tactics and chemicals.) 

That was our last fire—for five 
whole years. Then we had our big 
one 

If you have ever driven from 
Albany to Buffalo you have prob- 
ably seen the cobblestone and 
frame house that became our 
home. That is, if you made the trip 
prior to May 5, 1946. It was a love- 
ly old house, built in 1794. A well- 
to-do businessman had discovered 
it 13 years earlier when it was an 
abandoned ruin. He fell in love 
with its lines and location, bought 
the property, and poured a lot of 
money into rejuvenating it.

Our daughter ran to a neigh- 
bor’s to summon the fire apparatus. 
My wife got the baby, while I was 
fumbling around the dining-room 
floor for our old setter who failed 
to answer my calls. He couldn’t— 
he was out cold when I stumbled 
over him in the darkness and then

L. the year 1950, what are the prospects for a 
young man or woman who cannot read or write? 
Such a question, you say, has never entered your 
head, and—frankly—you don’t see why it should. 
All the young people you know—your own son or 
daughter and those of your friends—know very 
well how to read and write. Haven’t they gone to 
school for years, even gotten high-school or college 
diplomas to prove it? 

The brutal truth is, though, that many of the 
young men and women you know so well have not 
learned how to read and write. Maybe they have 
been graduated from high school—or even college 

yet they may not have mastered reading and 
writing. Maybe they've always stood near the top 
of the class, and received honors and medals. They 
still may never have learned how to read the sim- 
plest books, nor to understand whatever they can 
read. No matter how intelligent or earnest they 
may be, they may never lead successful, satisfying 
lives because of their inability to read. 


These statements don’t represent just my opinion. 
They summarize judgment of the country’s fore- 
most authorities. I’ve spent a lot of time lately 
gathering the opinions of educators, sociologists, 
and civic leaders. The report I am giving here— 
of what they told me and what I read in their books 
and professional journals—is one of shocking facts 
and sober warnings. 

Dr. Helen M. Robinson of the University of Chi- 
cago states that one youngster out of four now in 
our schools is not learning how to read. Most au- 
thorities agree emphatically, and some say that as

many as 40 percent of our boys and girls are not 
learning to read effectively—and probably never 
will. 

Many of these youngsters can’t read at all. Those 
who do read are painfully slow. And after they 
finish, they seldom remember what thev read, or 
succeed in answering simple questions about it. Not 
long ago, a group of New York high-school students 
took an examination in American history, based on 
their classroom text. A typical response was: 
“Lincoln emaciated the slaves . . . the power of 
Congress is . . . power of voting on the appeasement 
of the President . . . rights include the right to bare 
arms, and the wright of assylum.”’ 

Suppose this were your boy? How much would 
it really matter that he obviously reads so poorly 
and understands so little? 


» 
Weu, for one thing, a poor reader may never be 
able to get or hold a good job—no matter how 


bright and capable he may otherwise be. I was 
shown records that prove beyond a doubt that 
youngsters who don’t learn to read effectively in 
school turn out to be workers who can’t follow in- 
structions or think through problems. I saw, too, a 
survey of 2,000 New York high-school graduates 
who were stuck in dead-end jobs. All were of aver- 
age or superior intelligence, but 90 percent of them 
were unable to read well or write effectively. 

If your boy or girl can’t read well, he’ll find it 
hard to be an effective citizen. As Dr. David H. 
Russell, professor of education at the University 
of California, pointed out: “Today, children and 
adults need reading skill more than ever before to 
be capable citizens in a democracy. There is no 
other way for people to understand the complex 
problems that face us and make thoughtful de- 
cisions.” 

All too often, also, the poor reader turns out to 
be the definitely undesirable citizen. Justice James 
V. Mulholland of Children’s Court, New York 
City, says: ““Many young people drift into de- 
linquency and crime because they failed to learn 
how to read .. . trouble starts when the youngster 
who is unable to read finds himself facing tasks be- 
yond his ability . . . he becomes depressed, emo- 
tionally disturbed, and drifts into delinquency.” 

What is most shocking, perhaps, about this situa- 
tion is that few people are aware of it. Of course, 
some teachers are; so are some parents. But nearly 
everybody else seems to take it [ Turn to next page

for granted that all boys and girls 
automatically learn how to read 
soon after they enter school. 

Your boy or girl may be a poor 
reader without being fully aware 
of his handicap. You may not re- 
alize it either. Johnny may know 
that he reads slowly, that he reads 
inaccurately, that he has to reread 
things many times before he be- 
gins to understand. But neither he 
nor you may realize how deeply 
this reading trouble may affect his 
personality, his chance for success 
in later years. 


ss 
The youngster who fails at read- 
ing may make it seem as if he isn’t 
disturbed by his failure. In fact he 
may appear to be proud of his dis- 
ability. Many poor readers react 
by becoming sarcastic or insolent 
to the teacher. Some refuse to go to 
school at all, or actually fall ill so 
they won’t have to go. But how- 
ever the poor reader acts, within 
himself he feels afraid and lost. 
Even a young child realizes how 
important it is for him to learn to 
read. If he cannot learn, he ac- 
quires a deep sense of failure 
Usually, this makes it even harder 
for him to learn to read. 

Who is to blame? Is it the fault 
of the schools that so many young- 
sters fail to master this vital skill? 
Or must we accept the situation as 
a sign of the uncertain, unstable 
times in which we live? When 
families must move from place to 
place—as so many have in the past 
10 years—children’s schoolwork is 
bound to suffer. Sometimes boys 
and girls have had to change 
schools six and seven times in a 
year! 

But everyone I asked agreed em- 
phatically that the schools them- 
selves are partly to blame. And a 
lot of blame, they said strongly, be- 
longs to the parents. 

Your youngster’s school may be 
guilty in three ways. 


Fist, it may not provide the 
right materials for learning. In 
some schools, the books are too 
elementary. In others, the books 
are too complicated. In most 
schools, all the youngsters in a 
class are made to read the same 
book, despite the fact that many 
of them aren’t able to keep up, and 
others are ready for more ad- 
vanced work. The magazine Ele- 
mentary English explains how dam- 
aging this may be: 

“We abuse children when we 
expect all of them in a given grade 
to use the textbooks written for that 
grade. Such books fit the indi- 
viduals in the class to just about 
the same degree that the average 
shoe fits the individual man in the 
army.” 

The school may also fail to pro- 
vide books that boys and girls like 
to read. Many youngsters would 
learn better and faster if the mate- 
rials they had to work with were 
more interesting to them. Not long 
ago, Dr. George W. Novell, New 
York State supervisor of English, 
surveyed the reading preferences 
of 50,000 children. “The most 
seriously disliked book,” he later 
reported, “is Shakespeare’s As You 


Like It... yet As You Like It is the 
most widely used play in the junior 
high schools. . . . Teachers and 
those who devise courses of study 
must cease to choose classroom 
materials in accord with their pref- 
erences and must place the student 
first. . . . Three-quarters of the 
selections now in use must be re- 
placed by desirable selections of 
equally high quality.” 

Many schools make a second 
serious mistake: They use the 
wrong teaching methods. There are 
at least six different methods of 
teaching reading, and individual 
teachers have developed strong 
feelings either for or against par- 
ticular methods. This can hurt 
your boy or girl in several ways. If 
he is transferred from one school 
to another during the year, he may 
be taught by several different 
methods during the space of a few 
months. He may even face the 
problem of being taught by one 
method in the first grade, another 
in the second, still another in the 
third and fourth. 


D.. Ruth Strang of Teachers’ 
College, Columbia University, told 
me: “Many teachers—even good 
teachers—don’t seem to realize 
that there is no one best method of 
teaching reading. The best teach- 
ers recognize the advantage of all 
methods and combine them to suit 
a particular child.” 

Thirdly, the school may hold 
your boy or girl back by making 
him dislike reading. His teacher 
may create a feeling that learning 
to read is dull, difficult, and dis- 
tasteful. She may not understand 
that children can learn well only 
when they like what they’re learn- 
ing. Then when a youngster does 
fail, his teacher may reproach and 
ridicule him. ‘““Teachers have 
taught many a youngster to hate 
books, reading, and schools,”’ says 
Dr. Ruth Cunningham of Teach- 
ers’ College, Columbia University. 
“We teachers have made a host of 
reading problems.” 


O; course, no authority says that 
all teachers are like that. There are 
those who recognize the impor- 
tance of making reading a com- 
fortable and meaningful exper- 
ience. Recently, for instance, a 
white kitten wandered into one 
first-grade classroom. The chil- 
dren were delighted. They gave it 
milk, and it went to sleep on the 
teacher's lap. Together the chil- 
dren told the story of the little 
white kitten. The teacher wrote 
exactly what they said, and 
printed the story on charts. Some 
of the children made illustrations. 
They read it over and over, thus 
learning all the words in their 
printed form. 

With a start like this, these 
youngsters aren’t likely to become 
reading problems. But few get such 
a start. 

Now what about you as a par- 
ent? Parents create at least as many 
reading problems as teachers do. 
You can make reading a chore in 
two ways: by your attitude toward 
your youngster, or by your attitude 
toward reading.

The kind of home your child 
lives in has an immeasurable in- 
fluence on the kind of reader he 
will become. Don’t take it for 
granted that good reading de- 
pends entirely on how your child 
is taught, and how conscientiously 
he does his homework. Unless he 
is happy and secure at home, he is 
not likely to learn to read well 
Poor readers often come from 
homes where parents quarrel and 
nag, where brothers and sisters 
battle, where there isn’t much fam- 
ily affection. 


a 
Not long ago, Dr. Helen M. 
Robinson of the University of Chi- 
cago studied a group of reading 
failures and found that at least half 
came from unhappy homes. With 
many such youngsters, reading fail- 
ure may be a direct expression of 
hostility, directed against parents 
who have neglected them, or dom- 
inated them, or refused to grant 
any independence. In other cases, 
children fail at reading so they 
may get more attention or feel that 
their parents are really concerned 
Before you can deal properly with 
reading difficulties, you must look 
for the underlying problems which 
may be causing them 

How can your attitudes toward 
reading make trouble? Well, you 
may have éoo /ittle interest in read- 
ing: or you may have too much in- 
terest. Either attitude is dangerous. 
Here’s what I mean:

5, Cee Willy Hunter is going to 
enter the third grade in the fall, but 
he still cannot read a complete 
sentence. His I.Q. is above average 
and he does well in every other 
subject. His parents cannot under- 
stand. They don’t realize that the 
reason Willy isn’t learning to read 
is because they don’t think reading 
is important. There are few books 
in their house, and even those are 
never read. Willy has heard his 
father boast that he has never read 
much, and has become a success 
anyway. Willy’s mother admits 
that she always found reading a 
bore and a chore. For a while, 
Willy used to ask them to hear his 
lessons, but they always said they 
were too busy. Willy’s initial inter- 


est in reading was soon squelched. 
Now he is just as bored with the 
idea of reading as his folks are 
On the other hand, there are 
families like the Whites. We have 
to go back a few years, to when 
Lucy White was 6. Her mother 
took her to be registered at school. 
After interviews with the principal 
and the first-grade teacher, Lucy’s 
mother was advised not to register 
her for another six months. Mrs. 
White was nonplussed. Wasn't 
Lucy old enough? Wasn’t she 
bright enough? The teacher ex- 
plained that Lucy’s age or intelli- 
gence was not being questioned. 
It was just that tests had shown 
that she was not ready to read. If 
she started now, she might not 
learn well. It was explained too 
that Lucy’s case was not unusual. 
Statistics show that 50 percent of 
6-year-olds are not ready to learn 
reading They are not mature 
enough mentally or socially, or 
they lack the necessary eve co- 
ordination. One youngster may 
another slowly. Each 
must be allowed to grow at his own 
natural rate. If either is made to 
read before he’s ready, he’s almost 
sure to fail. Once he fails, he may 
never try to learn again. 


grow fast, 


Bu: Lucy’s parents weren’t con- 
vinced. They were ambitious and 
eager for Lucy to master this im- 
portant skill. So they insisted that 
the school accept her. 

Like most such parents, Lucy's 
don’t realize that they’re demand- 
ing too much. Nor do they see 
how their demands are crushing 
Lucy’s ability. They think they 
must keep putting pressure on 
her, or she'll never learn. So 
they scold her and nag her and 
punish her. They compare her 
with other youngsters who read 
better than she does. Unfortunate- 
ly, such tactics always hinder more 
than they help. By the time Lucy 
gets to high school she may be like 
a high-schooler I met recently—an 
intelligent, earnest boy of 17. He 
was still reading at second-grade 
level. 

There is a big difference be- 
tween pushing a child and giving

. VAPOR BARRIERS keep water out of walls 
i. surest way to keep moisture from condensing inside 


walls or in attics is to use a vapor barrier. Barriers are a 
**must’’ in the northern part of the country (where average 
January temperatures are 35 degrees or less); and if high in- 
door humidities are expected, they should be used wherever 
there is any cold weather 

A vapor barrier must be absolutely vaportight—and that 
means more than airtight and more than watertight. It must 
have no gaps in it. And it must, of course, be applied on the 
warm side of the wall or ceiling 

Aluminum or other metal foil is one of the best barriers. 
Usually made up with paper reinforcing, it serves the dual 
purposes of vapor seal and reflective insulation. The most 
effective type has foil on both sides of the paper 

Similar sandwiches can be made of asphalt—two lavers 
of paper enclosing and supporting a solid layer of asphalt. 
Often these seals are made up as part of insulating blankets 
and batts. Some wallboard and sheet lathing also have 
a factory-applied foil or asphalt seal 


In new homes, installing a vapor barrier is simple. Any of 
the barriers described above can be made an integral part of 
the construction. In existing homes, though, the problem 
is a little tougher. 


The pores of wood or plaster can be sealed with paint— 
but everything depends on the type of paint. Water-base 


paints are no good. It takes two or three coats of a good oil- 
or varnish-base paint to provide an effective vapor barrier in a 
homes that are already built 
To do the job right, the barrier must be continuous and 
unbroken. With membrane-type barriers, all joints must be 


lapped and securely fastened. With painted barriers, don’t ith fuel thrift comfort by

overlook closets, backs of cupboards and bookcases, or any y 


other area on outside walls. Make certain, too, that vapor 


can’t escape from the basement up into the stud spaces; here e 
a sheet-type barrier will make a good seal.

Hot-water-bottle baby. If your puppy misses his mama, try this for warmth

I have raised several dogs with no 
whimpering at night by placing a 
hot-water bottle under the puppy's 
pillow in his basket. This apparent- 
ly seemed like the warmth of his 
mother.—M. P., Washington. 

Your system no doubt satisfies 
one great need, Things which 
make a puppy cry at night in a 
new home are: being hungry, be- 
ing cold, feeling isolated and lonely 
in strange surroundings, being 
awed and frightened by unfamiliar 
sounds and shadows. A very young 
puppy is used to frequent pulls at 
his mother whenever the urge 
moves him. This is the thing he 
misses most. But lack of warmth 
will surely bring loud complaints 
from him too. 


What causes body odor in a dog? 

Mrs. J. M. P., Virginia. 

Chief cause of “doggy” odor is 
an excess discharge from the oil 
glands in the skin. This comes 
from overfeeding or wrong feeding, 
too much fat or grease in the food 
dish. It is common in indoor pets 
who don’t get sufficient outdoor 
exercise to work off this food over- 
supply. 


Believe it or not, my cat refuses to 
drink milk, though she goes for 
meat, vegetables, and other unortho- 
dox items. What's wrong?—Mrs. 
I’. C. C., Ohio. 

It’s true that some cats can’t 
tolerate milk. Others cannot take 
egg yolk, pablum, fish oil, and 
other items on which cats are sup- 


posed to thrive. Best authorities 
say to go along with what a cat 
likes. This is better than making 
your cat eat things which may set 
up troublesome allergies. 


Is it true that when you tie up a 
dog and leave a piece of your cloth- 
ing close by his pen, he will not 
bark?—J. P., Kentucky. 

You may fool a young puppy 
with this subterfuge, but I doubt if 
it would take in a grown dog. I 
generally leave a jacket or raincoat 
out in my kennels—and if I’m not 
on the job with chow, at regular 
feeding times, these pieces of 
familiar clothing don’t seem to 
have any effect on the din that 
ensues,

Owners of 
registered males usually refuse to 
allow their dogs to even wink at an 
unregistered female. Fees for such 
matings are $50 and up, depending 
on the male’s record in the show 
ring or other evidence of blue 
blood in his pedigree. 

I have a 7-month-old Boxer who 
is very friendly with everyone. Can 
you suggest how to train him to be 
a good watchdog?—Mrs. W. M.., 
New Jer sev. 

Don’t worry about a Boxer being 
a watch animal. When the dog ma- 
tures, your real problem is more 
likely to be how to cut down on 
watchdogging. 


We lost our puppy 4 months ago 
from distemper. i now know we 
should have had him inoculated. We 
want another dog, but are told dis- 
temper germs live a long time and 
our house would never be free of 
them, A couple we know lost three 
dogs in a row from distemper, 
though they shampooed all rugs and 
furniture, disinfected and aired 
their house between losses.—Mrs. 
D. D., Mlinois. 

Most authorities give distemper 
germs a life of 90 days after an in- 
fected dog has been removed 
Proper disinfection should hasten 
their death. The best prevention 
for your dog is antidistemper in- 
oculation. It’s also important to 
feed your dog properly. Almost any 
ill-nourished, uninoculated dog 
will sooner or later get distemper.

Abraham Lincoln had spells of 
contemplating suicide. He weath- 
ered them, apparently being wise 
enough to see that he did not have 
Godlike powers of judgment and 
execution. 

Some, of course, are terrified and 
panicked by. these strange im 
pulses and become swept away in a 
reckless, hysterical urge to escape, 
or merely to dramatize, their feel- 
ing of being trapped. Many 
people seem to think so, but simply 
having an idea or an impulse is no 
cause for obeying it. 


How completely one can fool 
himself is illustrated in a 35-year- 
old college instructor’s description 
of himself, in which you will see the 
“mood swing” and “morning de- 
pression”’ which are frequent in the 
depressed: 

“TI wake up with a jolt. I feel 
thoroughly miserable . . . every- 
thing appears hopeless . . . I can- 
not make up my mind to get up 

.. No, I won't be able to carry on 
with my job. I am a failure. I must 
put an end to this misery. Suicide 
is the only way out. 

“It takes 20 minutes until I 
manage to get out of bed... . I go 
to the bathroom. I take my morn- 
ing shower. I feel better now. I 
don’t understand why I was so con- 
cerned about my job . . . Suicide? 
What an absurd idea! I am back to 
normal again.” 

Actually, the young man’s de- 
pression was the mildest sort and 
vanished for good after he had a 
medical examination and treat- 


ment. X-rays disclosed a_ tiny 
stomach ulcer, and he was given a 
diet and medication for his hyper- 
acidity 

We all need a system to carry us 
through—a sort of psychological 
cyclone cellar where we can wait 
out the blow. In this complex ave, 
we enjoy and admire plain, ordi- 
nary enthusiasm as muchas simpler 
folk, but sometimes we lose sight 
of the original meaning of the 
word. Enthusiasm means “pos- 
sessed by God.” Thus, your psy- 
chological storm cellar may well 
be your religion. Or, it may be 
your philosophy of life, based on 
knowledge and experience. 


|; is a blueprint for a storm 
cellar you might have ready the 
next time you feel low and dis- 
heartened. Based on sound princi- 
ples of dynamic, psychology, it is 
not just a hole into which you 
crawl and wait. It goes a step 
further than wise, old William 
Cowper who said: “Beware of 
desperate steps—the darkest day, 
live till tomorrow, will have passed 
away.”’ The blueprint— 

Recognize how you feel and why 


you feel that way. If you are de- 


pressed, there must be a reason. 
What is it? Is that the real reason? 
If you can’t figure it out alone, get 
some help. 

Ask yourself, Do I know what's 
going to happen next? Maybe you do, 
and maybe you only imagine you 
do. You are in an awful state. You 
don’t trust yourself. You don’t 
trust anybody. You can’t think. 

Call time out. Stop whatever you 
are doing. Stop pushing yourself. 
Stop trying to find a way out right 
now. 

Create a_ diversion. There are 
dozens of ways of doing it. A man 
might take a three-hour lunch or 
play three or four hard sets of 
tennis or go fishing or just take a 
nap. A woman might prefer to 
clean house, go downtown shop- 
ping, or spend an afternoon at the 
hairdresser’s. You are not taking a 
vacation far away, or necessarily 
trying to cheer yourself up. You are

In the first five 
months of the year. the New York 
Better Business Bureau got 1,263 
complaints relating to radio and 
television, an increase of 244 per-

“It must be remembered,.”’ says 
the Bureau candidly, “that we re- 
ceive only a fraction of the public's 
complaints or inquiries. Many 
times more go directly to dealers, 
distributors, manufacturers, and 
service companies.” 

What particularly outraged the 
New York Bureau was the 
switch with trimmings as practiced 
by a dealer in the Bronx upon an 
unfortunate “Mr. B.”

His con- 
ditional bill of sale read, “RCA 
new 1949, model 8 TR 29.” His 
receipt read, “One TR 16 inch.” 
The dealer, who also operates a 
service organization, issued a TV 
owner policy to the customer at an 
additional cost of $80. The policy 
carried the same model number: 
“RCA new 1949, model 8 TR 29.” 

But the set Mr. B. got was not an 
RCA television receiver. twas a re- 
built 1947 10-inch table-model tele- 
vision set of indefinite origin which 
had been installed in a console 
cabinet on which an RCA-Victor 
monogram had been placed! 

The set didn’t work. Mr. B. 
complained repeatedly to the deal- 
er and his service organization, 
getting neither service nor any 
other kind of satisfaction. Finally 
he complained to the New York 
Better Business Bureau. Repre- 
sentatives of the Bureau inspected 
the set, found it to be composed of 
hybrid parts, some defective and 
rusty. At the request of the Bureau, 
representatives of RCA-Victor in- 
spected the set. It was not of RCA

Best planting depths for most popular spring-flowering bulbs are indicat- 
ed for medium-heavy loam soils. Pulverize soil 2 to 3 inches deeper 


Five of the bulbs pictured above need to be planted as 
early in the fall as the bulbs can be procured. Only tulips 
and grape-hyacinths can wait (without deteriorating) until 
early winter to be planted. Store unplanted bulbs at tem- 
peratures below 70 degrees. 

Early planting—September is best—is also needed by the 
less-commonly seen winter aconites, chionodoxas, both 
kinds of fritillaries—the checker-lily and the huge crown 
imperials. 

All bulbs should be set with their bases pressed firmly into 
the soil and with their points up. Space the smaller ones 1 
to 5 inches apart, depending on the effect wanted. Set hya- 
cinth, tulip, and the larger daffodil bulbs with 5 to 7 inches 
between them. 


For clumps below shrubs or among perennials in the 
mixed flower border, fork up small area, pulverize, and re- 
level. Arrange bulbs on soil in position wanted. Lift one at 
a time, and with hand trowel, stab into soil immediately 
below spot where bulb lays. Pull back on trowel to open 
hole. Press bulbs firmly into soil at bottom. Pull trowel out, 
and repeat this action with the next bulb. 

When all in a clump are planted, press soil with palms 
of hands. Never pour water directly on the tops of dormant 
bulbs—those which show no signs of having started growth. 
If soil is very dry at planting time, pour water around the 
planting spaces so that soil over and about bulbs becomes 
damp gradually.

William Cox of the Memphis firm of Eason, Anthony, 
McKinnie, and Cox was the architect we picked. Before 
drawing a line, he asked us to tell him about our family, 
how we lived, how we entertained, what we liked and 
disliked in houses. We were ready for him. In a few 
months, his plan was ready for us; it had everything we 
had asked for. 

It took us eight months to build the house. When the 
bids came in from contractors, we decided we would have 
to be our own contractors or leave off the carport. By 
dealing directly with subcontractors and saving on little 
things, we built the house. 


One thing we underestimated was the help our sons 
could give us. They were small at the time, but they 
earned a man’s wages. We got two truckfuls of brick from 
an old brewery wall that was being torn down.

0. What nylon furnishings are in stores now? 


A. Yow find all-nylon bedspreads, upholstery, 
draperies, curtains, table covers, and lamp 
shades. Many products combine nylon with 
wool, silk, or cotton—like wool-and-nylon sum- 
mer blankets. And, of course, you can buy nylon 
by the yard for home sewing. 


0. How well do nylon furnishings wear? 


A. Nylon is stronger than any other known fiber 
—stronger than aluminum wire of the same 
weight. Nylon is tough, too. Its smooth surface 
resists abrasion from 2 to 10 times as long as 
other fibers. And after eight hours of stretching, 
a nylon thread will return to its original length. 


(). Is it true that nylon is fireproof? 


A. Pure nylon will not burn. Nylon will melt, 
however, when it’s exposed to fire. Unlike ny- 
lon, the dyes or finishing oils used to convert it 
into finished products may burn readily. Check 
the manufacturer’s label and ask the salesman. 


0. Are nylon furnishings expensive?

ury price range. Nylon is more expensive than 
most wool, cotton, However, its 
strength, washability, and resistance to moisture, 
insects, and weather give nylon furnishings ex- 
tra life, make them economical in the long run.

(). Will nylon resist wrinkling? 


At properly heat-set, a nylon article will re- 
cover from wrinkling far better than other fab- 
rics. In heat-setting, the manufacturer subjects 
the finished nylon product to high temperatures, 
This sets the fabric so it will hang out smooth, 
can be laundered without losing its shape. 


(). Will sunlight rot or fade nylon curtains? 


A. sunlight deteriorates any fabric. Nylon is 
stronger than other materials in the beginning, 
however, so it remains stronger after exposure. 
Fading depends on the dyes used. Check the 
manufacturer’s tag for color fastness. 


0). Will damp climate mildew or mold nylon? 


A. Occasionally mildew and mold may form on 

nylon, but it will not weaken the yarn. That’s 

why nylon is widely used for fishing lines, boat 
sails, and for much outdoor furniture.

How to care for nylon 


@. Are all nylons washable? 


A, Any article that is 100 percent 
nylon, undyed and uncoated, is ab- 
solutely washable. (Nylon is even 
used for commercial laundry nets 
Dyes, finishes, or other fibers used 
in manufacturing a nylon product, 
however, vary in washability 

To be safe, follow the manuf 
turer’s recommendations on the 
tag attached to your nylon article 

If the tag advises against laun- 
dering, send the article to a reliable 
dry cleaner. Nylon is safe in any 
standard dry-cleaning fluid 


Q. What effect will hot and cold 
water have on nylon? 

A. None. Nylon can stand far hot- 
ter water than the human 

can. And nylon retains al 
strength at 40 degrees below zero 


@. How should I launder a nylon 
article marked washable? 

A. Use the same soap or synthetic 
detergent that you use for your 
other laundry. And add a soften- 
er if your water is hard. Tempera- 
ture-wise, nylon is safe in the hot- 
test water your hands can stand 

If seams and trim aren't likely 
to fray, you can launder nylon ar- 
ticles in your washing machine 
Smooth nylon fibers resist dirt, 
though; so many articles such as 
marquisette curtains need only 
gentle squeezing through suds 

Wash white nylon articles sep- 
arately. Colored nylon—even pas- 
tels—may discolor white nylon if 
you wash them together. 

Rinse thoroughly, then spin or 
squeeze out excess water. Do not 
wring by hand or in wringer if you 
wish fabric to dry smooth. When- 
ever possible, let nylon drip dry 


@. Can I bleach white nylon? 
A. Most white nylon fabrics are 
safe in a mild solution of ordinary 
household bleach. If your bottle 
has no directions for bleaching ny- 
lon, use the amount recommended 
for cotton. Be careful not to use 
too much bleach. Overbleaching 
weakens nylon. 


@. Is it safe to iron nylon? 

A. You may iron nylon when 
either damp or dry, or use a steam 
iron. Iron should be no hotter than 
300 degrees. 

If your iron has a heat control, 
set it at “nylon” or “rayon.” Too 
warm an iron may discolor or even 
melt nylon. 


@. Should I dry nylon marqui- 
sette curtains on stretchers? 
A. No. Hang curtains over your 
clothesline quite wet. Smooth the 
seams and let the curtains drip dry. 

If the material used in straight 
curtains has been properly heat- 
set by the manufacturer, they will 
need only a light pressing on seams, 
or no ironing at all. Ruffles on ruf- 
fled curtains, of course, do need 
pressing. 
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@. Will nylon blankets and up- 
holstery need mothproofing? 

A.Not unless your blankets or up- 
holstery is part wool. There is no 
case on record where moths, silver- 
fish or any other insec ts or vermin 
have eaten pure nylon. It is pos- 
sible, though, that the dyes, fin- 
ishes, or other fibers in some fabrics 
might attré insects. 


@. How should I remove spots 


from a rylon article? 


A. Use either warm suds or a 
standard cleaning fluid. Test an 
inconspicuous spot first, to make 
sure that suds or fluid won’t harm 
dye or finish applied to the nylon. 


@. Will nylon shrink or sag out 
of shape? 
Properly heat-set nylon will not 
wink or lose its shape during 
laundering, although it is some- 
times combined with wool or other 
fibers which will. Check the manu- 
facturer’s tag to be quite sure. 


@. What nylon fabrics can I buy 
by the yard? 

A. You'll find fabrics like marqui- 
sette, taffeta, casement cloth, puff 
taffeta, frieze, and matelassé of all 
nylon. And you'll find materials 
that mix nylon with wool, cotton, 
silk, or rayon. Some of the fabrics 
will be patterned; many will be 


solid-colored 


@. Can a beginner sew nylon? 
A. Certainly. Some nylon fabrics 
may not be as easy to handle as 
cotton or wool. But if you know the 
fundamentals of sewing, you can 
make nylon curtains, bedspreads, 
or slipcovers 

Handle the fabric carefully, 
avoid pulling or stretching, and 
follow the suggestions here. 

Before you start, prac tice seam- 
ing and hemming scraps of mate- 
rial on the straight of the goods, 
the bias, and crosswise. 


@. How should I cut nylon? 


A. As always, use your sharpest 
scissors. Leave a generous seam al- 
lowance because some nylon fab- 
rics fray easily. 

To cut a straight edge across 
nylon material, draw your cutting 
line with a yardstick. Do not cut 
along a thread. Your material may 
be pulled slightly out of square 
and, unlike other fabrics, nylon 
will not return to square when you 
launder it. 

If you’re following a pattern, do 
not cut notches into the seam al- 
lowance. Notches encourage fray- 
ing. Instead, leave small tabs of 
material attached to seam allow- 
ance where notches would occur. 


@. What kind of thread should I 

use when sewing nylon? 

A. Nylon thread is recommended 

for nylon fabrics. Seams sewed with

you can use a double bed or a pair of bunks in either room 
without cramping desk space. Wardrobe closets with 
sliding doors opening into each room are broad enough 
to hold clothes for two people. 

Remainder of storage space is concentrated in two 
areas: in the attic, where a disappearing stairway from 
the bedroom hall lets you keep out-of-season clothing, 
luggage, and the inevitable family accumulations; and in 
a storage room, attached to the house but opening off the 
terrace, where you can store bicycles, garden furniture, 
and tools. This storage room also serves as a screen to give 
more privacy to the terrace. If you need more storage 
space, you can build it along one side of the detached 
garage. 


In spite of its compactness, you won't be stumbling over 
each other in Five Star No. 2010. The entrance door 
opens onto a small hall that leads to all rooms. The kitch- 
en is as close to the front door as it is to the service door 
that leads to the drying yard. It’s not much farther from 
kitchen to terrace if you want to eat outdoors. The low 
cabinet in the living area forms a hall that leads to all 
bedrooms and the bathroom, and prevents flow of traffic 
through the lounging part of the living room: 

The house has no basement, partly as an economy 
measure and partly because, in humid climates, mildew 
and condensation make basements questionable.

Start screws in 
remaining side piece, apply glue, and screw in place, slipping 
pivot nails into holes. Apply clamp and let glue dry 48 hours. 
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This set of indoor shutters was built with simple hand tools. The

How to press leares 


Go for a tramp through the 
woods and meadows to hunt for 
autumn leaves, grasses, or ferns. 
Put your selections between the 
pages of a magazine, so you won’t 
break them before you get home 

Back home, transfer your collec- 
tion to another magazine. Start 
at the back and place each leaf 
smoothly between two pages. Al- 
low five or six pages between each 
group. Be careful not to have leaves 
touch each other. 

Place magazine under heavy 
weights. After 24 hours repeat the 
process with a fresh magazine. 
Make the change three times. 
Leave magazine under weights for 
several days the last time. 

To preserve dry leaves, rub a 
warm, not hot, iron over a cake of 
paraffin, then onto leaves. Press 
lightly till they have taken up the 
wax. You can protect the ironing 
board with layers of newspapers. 

If you want a special color ac- 
cent, brush leaves lightly with oil 
paint. Use a soft brush. 

Now arrange plant forms on the 
background you’ve chosen. Hold 
them in place with a touch of 
household cement. 


How to make pressed-leaf 
decerations 


Tray. Attach drawer pulls on nar- 
row ends of a rectangular picture 
frame for handles. Paint tray the 
color you wish. Cut a cardboard 
to fit frame; cover with fabric or 
colored paper. Glue song sheet, 
ferns, ribbons, and four-leaf clover 
in place with household cement. 
Dot ferns with sequins. Place dec- 
oration covered with glass in tray 
and secure backing with brads. 
Seal with paper tape. Cover back 
of tray with felt. 


Place mat. Cut a 1214x18!4-inch 
rectangle of cardboard; cover with 


blue construction paper. Add a 
band of polka-dot paper across 
center. Arrange ferns on, back- 
ground. Add flower cutouts from 
seed catalogs. Mark lightly with 
pencil the position of ferns and 
flowers. Remove arrangement. Dot 
backs of ferns with household ce- 
ment and glue into the position 
marked. Then glue flowers. Let 
dry. Cut plastic to cover mat. Fas- 
ten edges with cloth tape. 


Outdoor picture. Cut cardboard 
to fit picture frame. Cover with 
fabric. Glue ferns and leaves to 
fabric. Add bird and butterfly cut- 
outs in a pleasing arrangement. 
Dot ferns with sequins. Place in 
picture frame. Secure with brads 
and seal with paper tape. 


Abstract wall decoration. Se- 
lect glass the size you want for wall 
decoration. Cut thin plywood 
backing the same size as the glass. 
Cover with colored paper. Make 
an attractive arrangement of pa- 
per strips, leaves, and fern fronds. 
Glue to position. Let dry. Place 
glass over finished composition. 
Finish edges with cloth tape for 
future framing. Fasten metal loops 
to back (be sure they are secure) 
and add wire for hanging.

nylon thread are durable, dry 
quickly, and will not shrink. 

You may use other threads. But 
if you do, keep the stitches loose to 
allow for shrinkage—the nylon fab- 
ric itself will not shrink. 


@. Are there any tricks to using 
nylon thread? 
A, Be sure to use a fine needle 
numbers “11” or “00” or their 
equivalent. To thread your needle, 
press the end of the thread between 
your fingers and flatten it. Twisting 
the end will only make it more dif- 
ficult to pass the thread through 
the eye of the needle. 

As you sew, keep your stitches 
even, so your seams will lie smooth 
3e sure that the bindings you use 
on seams are nylon or pre-shrunk 
material. 


@. How should I adjust my ma- 
chine to use nylon thread? 

A. First make sure the thread 
winds onto the bobbin evenly.

This is a flagrant case. one of the 
worst uncovered in New York 
Not until the Better Business Bu- 
reau brought in the city prosecutor 
did the racket dealer finally make 
an adjustment with his customer 
How many less-persistent custom- 
ers he and scores of fakes like him 
have fleeced is impossible to guess. 
And the situation is by no means 
limited to New York. 

In Cleveland, for instance, an 
indignant Mr. Smith wrote the 
Cleveland Better Business Bureau 
a 10-page letter setting forth the 
following facts: In November he 
bought a TV set advertised at 
$199.95, but which actually cost 
him $247.18 installed. The set 
never worked. Day after day Mr 
Smith called the dealer, who finally 
told him that, since he was on the 
fringe of good reception area 
(about 40 miles from the nearest 
TV broadcast station) he needed a 
“booster.” He bought one, for 
$35. Still no results from the 
boosted-up set. Then a fast-talking 
representative from the dealer con- 
vinced Mr. Smith he needed a big- 
ger set. This one cost him $409.06, 
installed. The dealer allowed him 
only $125 on his “‘old”’ set. 

So Mr. Smith was out $122.18 
he lost in the trade, plus $409.06, 
plus $35 for the booster, which he 
kept, and . . . you've guessed it . . . 
his set still doesn’t work. At last re- 
port the Cleveland Bureau was try- 
ing to force the dealer to make a 
little fairer sort of adjustment 


Similar complaints have been re- 
ported in Boston, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Los Angeles, San Francis- 
co, and other cities. The legitimate 
dealers and manufacturers have 
joined the Better Business Bureaus 
in attempts to aid the defrauded 
customers and to stamp out the 
racket by policing methods and 
publicity. 

Probably the best bit of advice to 
the potential TV buyer is offered 
by the Los Angeles Bureau: “If 
you don’t know your merchandise, 
know your merchant!"’ Not many 
of us have an opportunity to learn 
the complexities of a TV set well 
enough to judge its quality. We 
may enjoy a fine performance on 
the set in a dealer’s showrooms, 
only to discover it doesn’t perform 
that way in our home. But we can 
determine whether the dealer is 
reliable, whether he has an interest 
in keeping our good will. And, by 
reading the fine print, it’s not hard 
to discover whether he intends to 
stand behind the owner’s service 
policy he issues. 

Beware of the cut-rate dealer 
who pretends to offer something 
for nothing. Competition in the 


television industry is so keen that 
dealers and manufacturers general- 
ly enjoy only a moderate margin of 
profit. The dealer who cuts prices 
may recoup by charging for main- 
tenance services he doesn’t intend 
to deliver. He gets $75 for an own- 
er’s service policy, for instance, and 
then sells it to a fake maintenance 
man for $20. You are unaware of 
this switch until something goes 
wrong with your set. : 

hen it’s too late. The racketeer- 
ing maintenance man can’t service 
sets for $20 a year, and has no in- 
tention of doing so. He has no 
personal business relationship with 
you. He simply diverts your com- 
plaint from the dealer. In some 
cases he does not respond at all to 
your request for service. In others, 
he sends an incompetent workman 
who merely succeeds in completely 
wrecking your receiver. Some 
victims have permitted the work- 
men to take their sets to the repair 
shop. Months later they have no 
IV set, nor any kind of satisfac- 
tion from the dealer. They can 
ransom the set back only by paying 
for costly parts the racket repair- 
man says he has installed. 


Aout the only way to protect 
yourself from this kind of racket is 
to make sure your dealer intends to 
stand behind his merchandise. 
Your guarantee should be in writ- 
ing. If the dealer sells the TV sets 
of a well-known manufacturer, the 
chances are good he’s reliable. But 
this isn’t always true. A dealer’s 
guarantee in writing won't mean 
too much unless he has a reputation 
that’s worth something to him, or 
isin your own neighborhood, easily 
available to you. If he’s a racket- 
type operator, he may try to in- 
crease his profits by farming out 
your owner’s policy. Don’t let him 
get away with it unless you have 
reason to know that the serviceman 
who accepts the policy will be will- 
ing and able to deliver the service. 

Knowing this isn’t easy. The 
real racket in television is in the 
business of maintenance and re- 
pair. Countless so-called servicemen 
have sprung up to get in on the 
easy money. They can victimize 
present owners of sets who do not 
have an owner policy with a re- 
liable firm, as well as future buyers. 
Now that television-receiver build- 
ers are being required to turn to 
radar manufacture for the armed 
forces, these maintenance fakes 
will have a field day. TV sets will 
be harder to get and must be used 
longer. Shortage of parts won't 
bother racket TV repairmen, for 
they don’t know how to install 
them anyway, but they stand ready 
to take your money for mainte- 
nance you'll never get. 


How can you protect yourself 
against TV’s racket repairman? 
Again, your best bet is the dealer 
who has a reputation to safeguard. 
If he assumes responsibility, there’s 
not much more you can do. 
There are hundreds of legitimate 
TV repairmen about the country 
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tinkers 


who are making their own attempt 
to clean out the racketeers. They 
have organized in 145 cities to es- 
tablish working standards for the 
protection of the customer. Some 
of these local organizations, among 
them the Television Contractors 
Association in New York, the 
Philadelphia Television Contrac- 
tors Association, Boston Radio 
Technicians’ Guild, Los Angeles 
Radio and Electronics Service As- 
sociation, and the Radio and Tele- 
vision Service Association of Chi- 
cago, have grown powerful and 
now do an estimated 65 percent of 
the work in their cities. In some 
towns they help Better Business 
Bureaus check on service com- 
plaints from customers. 


Under the chairmanship of Frank 
J. Moch, president of the Chi- 
cago group, representatives of 
the local organizations met in 
Chicago to form the Television In- 
stallation Service Association of 
America (TISA). It is the purpose 
of this organization, covering the 
United States and Canada, to fix 
training and performance stand- 
ards for TV servicemen and to 
make their TISA certificate a guar- 
antee of the serviceman’s reliabili- 
ty within owner reason. 

“Our aim is to stop racketeering 
in the service end of television ” 
says Mr. Moch. “‘We hope to be 
able to police the industry and to 
drive out the frauds. As a poten- 
tial television buyer, you can pro- 
tect yourself by making sure that 
the serviceman maintains a reserve 
from his premiums on policies to 
enable him to provide service and 
repairs. If he has no such reserve 
and no insurance, beware!” 

It is only fair to say that TISA is 
too new to be able to guarantee 
that all members will live up to its 
standards. But presumably any 
rISA serviceman has required 
training and equipment. A tele- 
vision receiver is a highly com- 
plicated instrument with more 
than 600 parts, including 115 dif- 
ferent types of resistor coils and 25 
electronic tubes. The serviceman 
must be well trained and needs a 
considerable investment in testing 
machinery and repair tools to func- 
tion effectively. TISA attempts to 
see that he is properly qualified 
and will withdraw his certificate if 
he is the target of justified custom- 
er complaints. Given time, TISA 
may do a good cleanup job. 


The racketeer, however, will not 
give up easily, and the television 
industry itself is partly to blame 
for the fact he is able to flourish. 
There has been so much mumbo- 
jumbo in the field of retail TV ad- 
vertising that the customer has 
been confused and sometimes 
doesn’t know what to expect. Often 
he is led to anticipate performance 
no set can give. As a result, he often 
falls needlessly into the hands of a 
service racketeer. 

Better Business Bureaus from 
coast to coast have hit these ad- 
vertising practices and are helping

to correct them. “The television 
industry is attempting to straighten 
out its advertising situation, and 
it’s high time,”’ says A. B Johnston, 
assistant general manager of the 
Chicago Better Business Bureau 
“The advertising at retail level, 
and in some cases at national level, 
has been very confusing to the pub- 
lic both as to price and what's be- 
ing offered.” 

‘Some TV merchants advertise 
fantastic offers, including free sets 
of china and free vacation trips,” 
observes Hugh R. Jackson, presi- 
dent of the New York Better Busi- 
ness Bureau. “‘Sensational adver- 
tising claims and buck-passing be- 
tween dealer and manufacturer on 
the question of which is responsible 
for repair service have been the 
chief cause of the complaints we 
have received.” 

“We're going round in circles!” 
complains the Los Angeles Better 
Business Bureau. ‘““What could be 
more ridiculous than 81 advertisers 
of television sets in Los Angeles pa- 
pers offering 55 different sizes and 
descriptions of tubes and screens? 
What does it all mean? Which is 
best? And how much difference is 
there between sets?” 


rr 

The Boston Better Business Bu- 
reau lists 150 terms favored by 
TV advertisers which are either 
meaningless or downright deceit- 
ful. For instance, some dealers 
count rectifier tubes in giving tube 
count, while others, more honest, 
do not. Some sets have extra fake 
tubes which do not work, but are 
there merely to impress the lay- 
man. It’s most difficult to trap a 
TV dealer in a lie. For one reason, 
TV reception is still somewhat un- 
predictable. 

Suppose you are in the market 
for a set. What kind of reception 
ought you to expect? 

Usually you get reliable TV re- 
ception within a radius of 30 miles 
of a station. Forty miles is con- 
sidered the “fringe” area. But 
many persons regularly get good 
reception at distances of 100 miles, 
and a few viewers have received 
television images more than 1,000 
miles from their point of broad- 
cast. This latter is freak perform- 
ance, of course. Sometimes a good 
TV receiver won’t work two miles 
from a broadcast station, because 
of local conditions. 


I you live in or beyond a fringe 
area—40 miles or more from a TV 
station—ask your dealer to give 
you a written guarantee that you 
will get reception, one manufac- 
turer advises. If the dealer refuses 
to underwrite the set, don’t buy it. 
Rival TV manufacturers make 
much of their special gadgets and 
the size and shape of their tubes 
and screens. The trend is toward 
larger screens, 12-, 16-, and 19- 
inch. These figures are confusing, 
however. Does the manufacturer 
mean a 16-inch image, or a 16- 
inch tube? Some talk about square 
inches of screen. There’s a differ-

Wi. not have a study corner of your own at home? 

You can if you build bookshelves—for books, maga- 
zines, important papers—around your desk. Shelves and 
desk add up to a study corner that’s ready to go when- 
ever you want to write letters, balance the budget, or do 
afterhours office work. 

The size and kind of shelves you build depends on you, 
your room, and the need you'll have for a study corner. 
Follow these tips when you plan your shelves: 

@ Let the shelves reach to the ceiling. You'll get more 
storage space; your shelves will have that smart built- 
in look you admire. 

@ Vary the distances between shelves, and you’ll be able 
to store your biggest and smallest books easily. 

@ Allow about 2 inches of space above the tallest books 
in each row—so you can lift books out without tearing 
their bindings. 

@ In small space, you can cut the depth of shelves way 
down. Shelves that extend 8 inches from the wall will 
hold most middle-sized books. 

®@ Above all, don’t build too many shelves for your needs. 
Empty shelves aren’t attractive. But do allow some extra 
space for the knickknacks, plants, and magazines that 
will brighten the rows of books. 

Here are four study corners made up of a desk and 
bookshelves. Each fits a special need—that may be yours. 
Check them over carefully for ideas you can use. 
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a study corner 


When you have lots of space, a wall of shelves will let you keep all 
your books in one spot. Here shelves were planned to frame the window 
as well as the desk . . . and the scallop across the top of the shelves 
acts as window cornice, too. If small books slide to the back of your 
shelves, you can narrow shelves by tacking molding behind your books 


When your desk fills the floor 
space, you can always hang 
shelves above the desk. Be sure 
to anchor the shelves to wall 
studding. For a decorative 
touch, you might want to line 
shelves with wallpaper. It's a 
good trick when your room 
paper has a small pattern. 
Beware of large patterns, 
though; they'll look chopped 
up.

ee with edged tools is easier, safer, more accu- 
rate, and more fun if your tools are sharp. You can expect 
only rough work from dull tools. They require more effort 
to use, they wear out faster—and they may be downright 
dangerous. 

It’s easy to see if an edge is dull. Simply hold it up to 
the light; if the cutting edge shows traces of a white line 
(because a dull edge reflects light), the tool stands in 
need of sharpening. 

There are two steps in sharpening most tools: 1) 
Shaping the first bevel on a grinding wheel, and 2) hon- 
ing the second or cutting bevel on an oilstone. A carefully 
ground first bevel can be resharpened many times on an 
oilstone before it needs regrinding on the wheel. 

Keeping your hand tools at a fine edge is more than 
good sense—it’s a good investment. On this and follow- 
ing pages you'll find the how-to information you'll need 
to keep your cutting tools cutting. 


Grinding. Wood chisels and plane irons need 
grinding when cutting edge is nicked, when 
| becomes too long from many honings or 
yunded from careless honing. First check cut- 
ting edge for squareness with a try square. 
When necessary, square edge and remove nicks 
by touching edge directly to wheel, as shown.

Honing. First, oil and level the stone. Hold the 


Correct angle. About a 30-degree angle is 
right for wood chisel or plane iron. Bevel should 
be a little longer than twice the blade thickness. 
Move tool from side to side, making edge 

raight and at right angles to side of blade. Dip 
tool in water often to prevent overheating. 
Grind until a burr appears on the upper edge. 
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tool in your right hand, left hand on blade, 
edge at an oblique angle. Place ground bevel 
flat on stone; then raise back edge slightly. With 
even strokes, move tool back and forth. Hands 
must move parallel to the stone, as shown 
by arrow above, to avoid rounding the bevel. 


Removing burr. Turn tool over, lay it per- 
fectly flat on stone, and give it several light side- 
wise strokes. Avoid even the slightest bevel on 
this side. For an especially keen edge, finish by 
stropping chisel or plane iron on a piece of 
leather glued to a flat board, as shown at right.

Filing a saw requires experience, too, but the task is easier 
and more accurate when a saw-filer tool is used. The tool holds

Axes, hatchets can be kept 
keen with a round silicon 
carbide ax stone.

The tools you 
use to 
sharpen tools 


Grinding wheels 


For shaping the first bevel when 
sharpening your hand tools, a 
hand- or motor-powered grinding 
wheel is the best thing to use. A 
wheel will give you a “hollow- 
ground” bevel which will last long- 
er and cut better than a bevel 
ground on a coarse oilstone 

While the old-fashioned sand- 
stone grindstone had the advan- 
tage of not overheating the work, it 
has been largely replaced today 
by the  faster-cutting artificial 
stones 

An aluminum oxide wheel of 
medium grit will do a good grind- 
ing job. Because the wheel is used 
dry, the tool edge being ground 
will easily overheat and lose its 
temper unless it is kept cool by 
frequent dipping in water. A 
burned edge, indicated by a blue 
coloration, is soft and cannot be 
sharpened successfully. 


Oilstones 
Natural (mined) stones are— 
like the sandstone wheel—being 
replaced by the faster artificial 
stones. These stones, made of 
silicon carbide or aluminum oxide, 


are available with a coarse grit on 
= 


one side of the stone and a fine grit 
on the other. 

A combination coarse-fine alum- 
inum oxide stone is suitable for all- 
around use. Like all oilstones, it 
should be used and kept saturated 
when not in use with a light oil, or 
with equal parts of oil and kerosene. 
When honing, try to wear the 
stone evenly. It can be renewed 
and freed of a gummy surface when 
necessary by warming in an oven 
and then wiping off the oil that has 
been forced to the surface. 


Files 


Many tools can be sharpened 
easily and quickly with a good 
file, the 8-inch mill and 6-inch 
taper files being most useful. Al- 
ways use a handle on a file; you'll 
work more easily and avoid injury. 

Use just enough pressure on the 
forward stroke to keep the file cut- 
ting, and lift on the return stroke. 
When filing, it is usual to stroke 
toward the cutting edge of a tool 
instead of against it. 

Files are sensitive cutting tools 
and should be racked separately 
when not in use; never lay them 
together or with other tools. Use a 
file card or brush to keep the teeth 
of your files clean.

Wii you be wasting fuel dollars every 


day your heating plant is in operation this 
winter? You will, unless you know the sim- 
ple checks and adjustments necessary to 
get peak performance from your plant. 

It really pays to be a handyman when it 
comes to heating-plant maintenance and 
operation. The tips pictured here and on 
pages that follow can easily cut your fuel 
bill by as much as one-third, with no 
sacrifice in comfort. As an extra dividend, 
you can discover worn parts and have them 
replaced before the costly, uncomforta- 
ble breakdown stage is reached. 

Good combustion of fuel depends on 
burning oxygen of air in the correct pro- 
portion to fuel. Too much or too little air 
will mean poor performance, sluggish 
response to controls, wasted fuel. Hence, 
air leakage into the unit must be stopped, 
but the vents provided to admit air must 
be kept open and properly adjusted. 


Cicaniiness of the heating plant is also 
essential if you want maximum efficiency. 
A layer of soot is an excellent insulator that 
blocks heat out of your house and sends it 
up the chimney. 

Automatic heating units should be in- 
spected and adjusted by competent serv- 
icemen at regular intervals. This service 
often includes the use of special instruments 
which give a more accurate picture of your

Restore water level. After 
draining the sediment-laden 
water, replace with fresh 
water by turning on supply 
valve.

Pump lubrication. Your 
gravity hot-water system can 
be improved with a circulat- 
ing pump.

Keep grease cup 
filled with auto water-pump 
grease, and give cup a half- 
turn every month. Also ap- 
ply two or three drops of 
motor oil to motor bearings 
each month. Use No. 20 
S.A.E. motor oil unless 
otherwise specified.

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Hot-water heating 


Remove sediment. In a 
hot-water system, sediment 
will accumulate in boiler. 
Remove by draining out a 
pailful of water. Repeat 
every two or three months 
during the heating season. 
Except when making re- 
pairs, never flush out all 
water. Old water which has 
given up its air and lime is 
less active than fresh water 
in forming scale. 


Flush automatic valves. 
Some hot-water systems have 
automatic supply valves. 
These should be flushed 
monthly to wash away sedi- 
ment lodged on valve seat. 
You may also have closed 
expansion tank. Such tanks 
are filled with air which acts 
as a cushion. Air is gradually 
absorbed by water. Replace 
air each fall and when boiler 
gauge shows too much pres- 
sure. To replace air, shut 
down fire, close tank valve, 
and drain expansion tank.

contagious diseases of children 


Bu he isn’t even feverish!’ 
Billy’s mother protested, trying to 
rationalize his rash. Billy had been 
playing in our sandbox, and I had 
taken him home after noticing 
some small blisters near his hair- 
line 

“Te’s a real light case,” she con- 
tinued. ““You’ve nothing to worry 
about. Don’t you know that chick- 
en pox isn’t anything?” 

She had read about the attitude 
developing in some neighborhood 
circles that children with “minor” 
communicable diseases—measles, 
mumps, and chicken pox—need 
not be isolated. She maintained 
that doctors now advocate the de- 
liberate exposure of children to 
these diseases so that they would get 
them over with. 

So she was going to let blistered 
Bill roam at will. To her way of 
thinking, it was the modern thing 
to do. It was also convenient; keep- 
ing a bored and whining youngster 
inside is no fun! 

I know, because I had to isolate 
my 2-year-old Jamie for many 
weeks while the infection went 
around the neighborhood. Our 
doctor told me to protect him as

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much as possible because he had 
an allergy and was in a run-down 
condition. Some of the mothers, 
who didn’t understand, thought 
my attitude was foolish and anti- 
social. They subscribed to the 
theory: ““They’re going to get 
these diseases sooner or later, so 
they might as well get them over 
with.” 

The more I thought about the 
concentration of susceptible young- 
sters in our community, the more 
imperative an understanding about 
isolation seemed. I feared that the 
current attitude might prevail in 
cases of “light” measles, “‘mild’’ 
scarlet fever, and just a “‘touch”’ of 
whooping cough . . . descriptions 
about as accurate as the old say- 
ing “a little bit pregnant!” 


The fact that a “mild” case is 
just as infectious as any other kind 
was brought home when Billy’s 
cousin, a premature baby, con- 
tracted chicken pox and almost 
died. The mother thought the 
child was immune because she was 
nursing it, so she brought it along 
for a visit. I found out later that all 
babies are susceptible to chicken

pox; the disease has even affected 
unborn infants so that they had 
blisters at birth. Although phy- 
sicians agree that breast milk gives 
some protec tion, they aren't so sure 
it can be relied upon 100 percent. 

After the chicken-pox affair, I 
wanted to know more about the 
other common diseases children 
can get. I didn’t want to ask our 
busy family physician to go into 
all the details, so I decided to make 
an independent study, and I told 
my husband about it 


The first thing he, being a school- 
teacher, said was, ““The schools 
usually have a good enough health 
program, and our state still has 
laws requiring isolation, so what 
are you worrying about?” 

“All the home diagnosing and 
treatments, and the _ infectious 
cases running around 2 ¢ 

*Isn’t that a job for the health 
department?” he asked 

“Yes, if they know about the 
cases! But most of these children 
aren't in school yet. If a doctor 
isn’t called, the disease may run its 
course unreported and uncon- 
trolled. And it’s the preschool chil- 
dren and babies who suffer most 
from most of these so-called minor 
diseases.” 

I was beginning to sound so 
much like a soapbox orator that I 
didn’t blame my husband for re- 
treating behind the sports page 
But I was determined to find out 
what danger there was in our local 
situation and what could be done 
about it. 


I found the answer the hard 
way, by looking up information 
about each disease in a large med- 
ical library, interviewing local 
authorities, and writing to national 
ones. After I studied my notes, I 
could see that medical research 
workers had made tremendous 
progress in recent years and that 
public-health officials were justi- 
fied in their over-all optimism 
But I could also see another side of 
the picture: the one seen by the 
doctors and nurses who care for 
the little “exceptions” —those cases 
of minor diseases with serious com- 
plications. 

As one doctor told me, ‘‘There is 
no such thing as a minor disease in 
young children. There are only po- 
tentially crippling and killing dis- 
eases with mild symptoms.” 

Chicken pox is a case in point. 
Of the 5,655 cases reported in 
Chicago in the first six months of

1949, there were only two deaths 
Naturally, with a rate as low as 
that, the disease may be dismissed 
as unimportant to public health 
But to the parents of those statis- 
tics, it was very grave indeed. 


‘ 

Chic ken pox is common and 
highly contagious. The virug that 
causes it is present in discharges 
from the nose and throat of the 
patient and in the blisters on the 
skin. The disease may be trans 
mitted by direct contact, in the air, 
or by a third person for short dis- 
tances. It is believed to be infex 

tious from two to four days before 
eruptions appear on the skin, and 
no longer than five days after 

Mothers are correct in thinking 
that one attack will get it over with 
It usually does. 

But is this justification for ex- 
posing children deliberately? 

I asked Dr. Archibald L. Hoyne, 
medical superintendent of the 
Chicago Municipal Contagious 
Disease Hospital, and professor of 
pediatrics at the University of 
Chicago and University of Illinois 
Doctor Hoyne said that, although 
complications are rare—about 1 in 
1,000 cases—still, children under 4 
should be protected against exposure. In- 
flammation of the brain is becom- 
ing much more common than it 
used to be. Three deaths occurred 
in one year from blood poisoning 
caused by scratched blisters, and 
there have been cases where gan- 
grene set in, making amputation 
necessary. Since, at the very least, 
unsightly scarring may result from 
these infections, strict attention 
should be paid to the sick child’s 
hand and body cleanliness. 


Okner chicken-pox complica- 
tions reported in recent medical 
literature include: inflammation of 
the kidneys; inflammation of the 
glands; involvements of the optic 





nerves; and coincident scarlet fe- 
ver, which occurs frequently. 

Nurses told me that patients 
with mild symptoms who are per- 
mitted to be up and around are 
often the ones who develop com- 
plications. This is because they are 
exposed to other infections while 
their vitality is low. Careful nurs- 
ing is important in all children’s 
diseases because a child’s tempera- 
ture may go very high. And high 
temperatures interfere with the 
development of permanent teeth, 
damage other growing structures, 
and otherwise hold back the child’s 
progress 

So, considering everything, iso- 
lation and bed rest would have 
been advisable for Billy’s sake until 
all the crusts were off. To protect 
the rest of the family and the 
neighbors, a doctor should have 
been called, or the symptoms 
should have been reported to the 
local health officer. Because of the 
increased knowledge of infectious 
diseases, restrictions on household 
contacts have been relaxed all over 
the United States; but this doesn’t 
mean that isolation of patients and 
reporting of cases aren’t still basic 
health laws.

‘Diet is very real danger of a 
“mild” case of smallpox being mis- 
taken for chicken pox. Both are 
highly infectious, and their symp- 
toms are strikingly alike. Children 
are especially susceptible to small- 
pox, which apparently can be 
spread by the crusts as long as they 
remain on the skin. There is no 
specific cure for smallpox, al- 
though vaccination provides pro- 
tection for from 3 to 20 years. 
Admittedly, smallpox is not a 
common disease, but health of- 
ficers say there are enough unvac- 
cinated persons, or persons with 
outdated vaccinations, in this

Now people can 
fly from the Far East, where the 
most virulent forms of smallpox 
are prevalent, in less time than the 
incubation period of germs. Moth- 
ers should think twice before hasti- 
ly assuming that a blistering rash 
is just chicken pox. 

After the chicken pox cleared 
up, I was busy getting ready for 
my expected baby, and I forgot 
about the communicable disease 
problem. Then one afternoon when 
several other mothers had come 
over for a sewing session, someone 
remarked there were a number of 
cases of German (3-day) measles 
in the community. She had looked 
up the incubation period and 
found that it varied from 14 to 21 
days and that the disease was 
usually epidemic 

“Oh dear,” sighed Mrs. Jones, 
“VI have to hurry and get this 
layette out of the way before Terry 
gets sick—he’s been playing all 
over, lately.” 


s 
Geuing the sewing finished did 
not bother me, nor was I particu- 
larly worried about the children 
(The danger for them lay in the 
possibility that the disease might 
be scarlet fever; or that they 
might develop complications 
bronchopneumonia, bronchitis, 
croup, running ears, eye infections, 
or arthritis.) 

I was afraid that some of us who 
were in our first three or four 
months of pregnancy would get 
German measles and our babies 
might not be normal. 

Experiments on animals and 
histories of hundreds of mothers 
who had suffered virus infections 
such as “‘regular’’ measles, mumps, 
chicken pox, and shingles, as well 
as German measles, in early preg- 
nancy, have shown a definite con- 
nection between these illnesses and 
deformities in the baby. Some of 
the grim possibilities are: deaf- 
mutism; malformations of the

head, heart, limbs, and urinary 
tract; and mental defects 

In spite of the danger, I hesi- 
tated about bringing up such a 
morbid subject. It would cause a 
lot of anxiety, since one attack of 
German measles does not always 
give lifelong immunity, and there 
are no skin tests to determine sus- 
ceptibility. Also, at present, there 
is no method for preventing ot 
modifying an attack or predicting 
its effect on the unborn child 
While many babies have been 
born without blemishes’ even 
though their mothers had virus in- 
fections in early pregnancy, I did 
not want my friends to take un- 
necessary chances. 


Marte we should tell our doc- 
tors about this,’ I suggested. 

“By all means!’ said Mrs. 
Smith, an ex-Army nurse who ex- 
pected her first child soon. “‘Just 
the other day, I was reading that 
Australian women were being in- 
fected with German measles before 
they got married so they would be 
immune during their early child- 
bearing years. The immunity was 
expected to last for nine years. The 
disease is harmless for adults, you 
know, but often has serious effects 
on the developing baby during the 
first few months of pregnancy—so 
you'd better watch your children 
to keep them from bringing it 
home to you,” she warned. 

“What about the new babies?” 
asked Mrs. Brown, due to go to the 
hospital any day. 

“Don’t worry about them; they 
areusuallyimmune under 6 months 
After that, they’re susceptible. The 
main thing is that an attack of 
German measles doesn’t keep a 
child from getting ‘regular’ mea- 
sles, or vice versa. They're two en- 
tirely different diseases.” 


Although a number of children 
became ill with German measles, 
none of the mothers suffered the 
heartbreak of having a new baby 
that was “not quite right.” But 
the thought that such a tragedy 
could easily occur was mental 
anguish enough. 

Another minor disease with 
psychological side-effects is mumps. 
Orchitis, a painful complication of 
the sex glands, occurs in about 20 
percent of the adolescent boys and 
men who get mumps, but no age is 
exempt. About 50 percent of the 
time, there is some shriveling of the 
testicles causing partial or com- 
plete sterility. While other sexual 
functions are not impaired, many 
young men worry about impotency, 
and some develop complexes be- 
cause of their “deformity.” 


I. has not been determined how 
long the mumps virus is in the 
saliva, but most of the virus ap- 
pears during the first 72 hours 
after swelling. Mumps is not mere- 
ly a disease of the salivary glands, 
however, but a_ thoroughgoing 
poison which invades all other 
glands. The nervous system is im- 
paired in about 10 percent of the 
cases. Nephritis, arthritis, pleurisy, 
and facial paralysis may also fol- 
low. Meningitis is not a rare com- 
plication, and there are sometimes 
fatalities.

plications of mumps is deafness. 
When it occurs, it is usually per- 
manent. There is no relationship 
between the severity of mumps 
and the appearance of deafness. 
Deafness may develop in a case 
with very mild symptoms. How- 
ever, since mumps is less serious for 
children from 5 to 10, and one- 
sided mumps or any of its mani- 
festations usually produces per- 
manent immunity, it is desirable 
to have it then. 


One afternoon in the late fall, I 
noticed that my son, Jamie, 
looked a little feverish. He had a 
slight temperature and his eyes 
were watering. I kept him in, but 
didn’t call the doctor until the 
next morning when he com- 
plained that the sunlight hurt his 
eyes. The doctor found some tiny 
spots on the inner surfaces of his 
cheeks and said that I might ex- 
pect a measles rash any time in the 
next day or so. 

I was afraid that Jamie’s baby 
brother would get sick, even 
though infants under 5 months are 
considered protected when born of 
immune mothers. I remembered 
reading that 116 babies less than a 
year old had died from measles in 
one year. Deciding not to take any 
unnecessary chances, I called my 
mother to come for the baby. This 
gave me more time for the careful 
nursing Jamie required, too. 


The doctor said, “It’s too bad we 
didn’t know about his exposure in 
time. Within five or six days, I 
could have modified the attack 
with an intramuscular injection, 
and within three days it probably 
could have been prevented alto- 
gether, which would have been de- 
sirable in his case.” 

I wondered where he could have 
caught measles—I knew it was 
very infectious from the time the 
nose starts running until the rash 
begins to fade, and there’s often a 
dry cough. Then I remembered a 
little boy who had come visiting 
about a week and a half before— 
he had coughed a lot! I called his 
mother to check, and sure enough, 
he had broken out in a rash soon 
after returning home. She apolo-

gized for not calling me, but 
things had been very upsetting... 
her son had developed broncho- 
pneumonia and was in the hospital. 


I could sympathize with her, for 
bronchopneumonia is a very serious 
complication, accounting for about 
75 percent of measles deaths; but I 
couldn’t forgive her negligence in 
not warning me about Jamie’s ex- 
posure. Especially when I con- 
sidered some of the other measles 
complications: impaired vision, 
even blindness; kidney inflamma- 
tion; and middle-ear infection. A 
specialist had told me, “Inflam- 
mation of the brain occurs in about 
one measles case in a thousand, but 
the patient’s future is always in 
doubt. More than a third of my 
brain-inflammation patients have 
seemed to have complete recovery; 
sometimes as many as one-third 
have died; and others were left 
with permanent mental defects.”

When I called the mothers of 
Jamie’s playmates to tell them 
about his illness, some of them 
wondered about letting their older 
children get measles. I urged them 
to call their doctors, since age isn’t 
the only factor considered when 
making this important decision 
The child’s general health and past 
history, conditions in his environ- 
ment, and even the season of the 
year are all taken into account. 
The attack is modified, if possible. 

Even Billy’s mother soon real- 
ized that the new theory of selective 
and controlled exposure is a lot more 
complex than the old idea of ran- 
dom exposure “‘just to get it over 
with.” 


As Dr. Evelynne G. Knouf, 
pediatrician and head physician 
at the Contagious Hospital in Los 
Angeles County explains, “There 
are exceptions to all general rules 
Inasmuch as no two individuals 
and their medical and physical 
problems are alike, each case has to 
be individualized, 
what is deemed wise or harmless 
for the multitude.” 

Should you get them over with: 
measles, mumps, and chicken pox?

ence between square, rectangular, 
and round models. What size 
screen ought you to have, anyway? 

Some manfaucturers are urging 
a unified standard of screen meas- 
urement to be used for advertising 
purposes. Then the customer could 
compare various receivers on the 
basis of the size image he can see. 
Nothing has been done about this 
so far. Incidentally, it doesn’t nec- 
essarily follow that the biggest 
screen will provide the best TV 
image. In a small room, a 12-inch 
screen may be better for you than a 
19-inch. A reliable dealer will try 
to sell you the television receiver 
that will give you best results, not 
the biggest and most expensive set 
he can get you to take. 


‘Thee are many pro and con 
claims relative to TV antennas. 
What’s best, built-in, indoor, or 
outdoor? 

You can be sure of this: the 
built-in antenna is satisfactory 
under ideal conditions in certain 
locations, but it won’t work as well 
as the indoor antenna which can 
be moved about the room until the 
best reception location is found. 
The window antenna is even better, 
because it can be located outside 
the building. The roof antenna is 
best of all, giving you maximum 
possible reception from the most 
possible stations. 

Television is not like radio. 
Things that bother radio not at all 
or only slightly may influence tele- 
vision reception a lot. Radio waves 
go right through buildings, but TV 
waves may be deflected by them. 
TV “ghosts,” multiple images, 
may be caused by surroundings, 
such as high hills, buildings, or 
neighborhood electrical equip- 
ment. A set which worked per- 
fectly at the dealer’s may not work 
in your home until adjustments 
have been made by a TV expert. 


F.. this reason, and because re- 
pairs are expensive, you really need 
an owner’s policy, backed up by 
your dealer. You should get in- 
stallation and service protection for 
one year at a cost of about $50. 


This price may vary in different 
cities. The money is well spent if 
the policy is with a dependable 
dealer or service company. TV is 
too new and delicate and repairs 
are too costly for you to take a 
chance. 


Prctmntine to the standards of 
the New York Better Business Bu- 
reau, the original or first-year serv- 
ice contract should cover these 
points: installation labor, one 
standard antenna for best recep- 
tion in your location, and neces- 
sary mounting hardware; instruc- 
tion in the care and operation of 
your receiver; adjustments and re- 
placements made necessary by 
normal usage. 

Most contracts call for extra 
charges for these services: Adjust- 
ment of your antenna, once in- 
stalled; service rendered outside 
regular working hours; adjust- 
ments made necessary by new Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
regulations; labor or parts for ad- 
justments agreed to or requested by 
you, beyond normal! installation. 

If you have faith in your dealer 
and manufacturer. you need not be 
too much in a hurry to suspect your 
new TV set if it doesn’t work prop- 
erly at once. Before calling the 
serviceman, be sure that controls 
are properly set; try other stations 
(it may be station trouble, not your 
set); try the set at another time .. . 
it may be local trouble, such as a 
diathermy not continually in op- 
eration. Keep trying. 


Ir after a bit of experimenting, 
your set doesn’t work properly, 
you are entitled to have prompt, 
efficient service on your owner’s 
policy, and your dealer should see 
that vou get it. The fact that 
racketeers have caused trouble for 
some television set buyers doesn’t 
mean that the industry on the 
whole is bad. It isn’t. Television 
isn’t perfect yet, but neither are 
automobiles nor radios after all 
these years. If you exercise reason- 
able care in buying your set, a lot 
of happy viewing hours are in 
store for you.

with some realism. These facts 
about leading decay-control meth- 
ods have been drawn from the lat- 
est reports of researchers upon 
whose work the claims are based. 
Officials of the American Dental 
Association generously made basic 
scientific material available from 
their files and have checked this 
article. 


Ammoniated dentifrices 


Nothing ever shook up the tooth 
paste and powder business so con- 
vulsively as ammoniated tooth 
powders and pastes, first an- 
nounced in Better Homes & Gardens 
in December, 1948. The lid blew 
off when reports on small groups 
of patients indicated that am- 
moniated dentifrices could prevent 
40 percent or more of tooth decay. 
Claims were based on these facts: 
Ammonia is a nitrogen-containing 
substance, produced in the mouth 
from the urea of saliva and break- 
down of amino acids (protein ele- 
ments). Bacteria associated with 
acid formation set the stage for 
tooth decay. Ammonia limits this 
activity. Other things being equal 
in your mouth, the more ammonia, 
the less tooth decay. 

What can these products do for 
your teeth? No one is better quali- 
fied to help you judge than Dr. 
Robert G. Kesel, who, with his as- 
sociates of the University of Illinois 
College of Dentistry, developed the 
formula licensed to many manu- 
facturers. 

“The claims that have been 
made for ammoniated dentifrices, 
in my opinion, have been prema- 
ture,” says Doctor Kesel. That is, 
reports that scientists would con- 
sider conclusive are not in yet. Not 
until the end of this year will the 
two-year controlled study of sev- 
eral hundred persons be com- 
pleted at Illinois. “We have reason 
to believe,” Doctor Kesel says, 
“that our clinical evidence will in- 
dicate the use of ammonia in a 
dentifrice will be helpful in a 
modest reduction of decay.’ 


Chlorophyll tooth paste 

Not quite so big a splash has 
been made by tooth pastes con- 
taining derivatives of chlorophyll 
—the green pigment of plants 
which sustains all animal life by 
converting sun energy into food 
energy. Originally, chlorophyll 
tooth pastes were prescribed only 
by dentists, and the claims have 
been relatively restrained. 

Chlorophyll, like penicillin and 
ammoniated dentifrices, cracks 
down the lactobacillus acidophilus. 
The “l.a.” is a sly microorganism 
that thrives in acid surroundings. 
An |.a. count of saliva, which your 
dentist can make, gives a quite re- 
liable measure of how active the 
cavity-forming process is in your 
particular mouth. The higher the 
count, the more trouble you can 
expect from decay. 

Controlled studies of 100 men 
subjects, supervised by Dr. Gustav

Chicago College of Dental Sur- 
gery, produced the following re- 
sult: After 10 days, 28 percent of 
those using the dentifrice had a 
negative l.a. count—theoretically, 
no La., no decay. After 12 weeks, 
82 percent were completely free of 
lactobacillus, and after 26 weeks— 
the length of the experiment—the 
percentage rose to 90. 

Does brushing the teeth alone, 
without using a fortified dentifrice, 
reduce the l.a. count? A subgroup 
tested by Doctor Rapp indicates 
that it does, but not as much as 
when the chlorophyll paste is used. 
Laboratory studies also show that 
chlorophyll tends to hold down 
production of certain enzymes, 
which one theory of tooth decay 
holds responsible for breaking 
down the organic “mortar” that 
holds the harder “‘bricks” of tooth 
enamel in place. 

There is no way of estimating 
how many cavities chlorophyll 
tooth paste might prevent in your 
teeth. Used promptly after every 
meal, its effectiveness would un- 
doubtedly be stepped up. An extra 
to be credited to chlorophyll is that 
it is fairly potent in eliminating 
halitosis. 


Sodium fluoride applications 

Fluorides are for kids—as vital 
a part of your children’s protective 
health program as shots against 
smallpox or diphtheria. As a 
grownup, you won’t get much 
good out of sodium fluoride. But if 
you see that your children get 
fluoride applications, if you start 
early enough, if you make them fol- 
low through with complete and ex- 
tensive treatments, and if your off- 
spring are more-or-less average— 
then they'll have a first-rate chance 
of growing up with 40 percent few- 
er tooth cavities than they other- 
wise would. 

Fluorine is an element apparent- 
ly necessary for resistant hardness 
of tooth enamel. A chemical salt, 
sodium fluoride applied to the sur- 
face of young teeth gives them 
something like an armor plating. 
Your dentist will give your chil- 
dren fluoride applications if you 
ask him. 

By all means give your young- 
sters this safeguard against tooth- 
ache. But don’t expect a panacea, 
don’t think you can let your young- 
sters get careless about brushing or 
diet, and don’t think it’s over in 
one easy application. 

Recommended treatment is four 
applications a year, preferably at 
ages 3, 7, 10, and 13 years. That’s 
to catch new teeth as they appear. 
If you give your children the full 
course, they will automatically 
have received vastly more expert 
dental care than the average Amer- 
ican child. 

This fact alone makes it hard to 
judge how much credit should go 
to the fluorides and how much to 
the dentist. Tooth-cleaning that 
precedes fluorine application makes 
a big difference in cavity preven- 
tion by itself. If cleaning is skipped 
(as it has been for test purposes), 
fluorides lose half their effective- 
ness, and some dentists think all of 
it. Once a cavity has started, 
fluorides are of no help. They can 
only prevent new decay. Chewing 
gum, dentifrices, tablets, and 
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mouthwashes containing fluorides 
have no special value in prevent- 
ing decay, as far as the American 
Dental Association can discover. 


Fluoridated drinking water 

During the years when perma- 
nent teeth are developing, children 
who drink water containing fluor- 
ides—naturally present or arti- 
ficially added—acquire a certain 
immunity to toothaches. 

How much immunity? Several 
more years must elapse before con- 
clusive comparisons between chil- 
dren of fluoridated and nonfluori- 
dated water communities are in 
But from a just-issued report of 
three years’ testing, you can get a 
fair idea of what fluoridated water 
might do for your own children 

In 1945, a long-term study was 
begun in the cities of Newburgh 
and Kingston, 30 miles apart on 
the Hudson. Fluoride was added 
to Newburgh’s water, not to King- 
ston’s. Children of the 6-to-12 age 
group were checked carefully, af- 
ter three years of drinking their re- 
spective water. 

Oddly, fluoridated water did the 
most for teeth that need protection 
least (incisors). Kingston kids had 
9.9 decayed, missing, or filled in- 
cisors per 100; fluoridated New- 
burghers only 4.5. However, it’s 
the first molars—the vital food- 
grinders—that present the most 
serious decay problem in grade- 
school children. Kingston children 
ran up a score of 58.7 cavities, fill- 
ings, or extractions per 100 molars. 
Newburgh youngsters, despite 
fluoridated water, weren’t very far 
behind: 48 per 100 first molars, a 
decrease of 10.7 actual or poten- 
tial toothaches. 

n the record, water fluorida- 
tion is no panacea. It won’t guar- 
antee immunity against dentists, 
toothbrushes, or dietary indiscre- 
tion. But results will be more im- 
pressive when children begin drink- 
ing fluoridated water at younger 
ages—say no later than the third 
birthday. 

For Newburgh 6-year-olds gave 
convincing evidence that decay 
resistance is considerabl:: increased 
by exposure to fluoridated water 
during the two or three years before 
permanent teeth pop through. 


Since fluoridated water con- 
sumption is painless, automatic, 
does not cause mottled enamel, 
and does give substantial protec- 
tion against cavities in children’s 
teeth, the U.S. Public Health Serv- 
ice believes that communities who 
wish to fluoridate their water 
should be encouraged. If you want 
to bring this protection to the chil- 
dren of your town, work through 
your local dental society and city, 
state, and federal health serv- 
ices. The cost of fluoridation 
runs between 5 and 15 cents per 
person per year. 


Impregnation 


The surface of your teeth is not 
solid enamel. Through the enamel 
run tiny filaments or tunnels filled 
with softer organic material. These 
are called lamellae. They can be 
seen under a microscope. One 
theory of tooth decay is that bac- 
teria invade these soft protein 
channels and, in Trojan-horse 
style, work havoc from within. 

The late Dr. Bernhard Gottlieb 
proposed to stop this by coating the 
microscopic tunnel openings with 
a cement to shut bacteria out. He 
called the process “impregnation.” 
Treatment is almost identical with 
sodium fluoride applications ex- 
cept that different chemicals are 
used: zinc chloride followed by 
potassium ferrocyanide. Claims 
that up to 90 percent of tooth de- 
cay can thus be prevented have 
been made, based on small groups 
of patients 

About one-third of dentists have 
given impregnation treatments, 
and 70 percent of these continue to 
give them. Some value the treat- 
ment more as a means of desensi- 
tizing teeth to heat, cold, and 
sweets than as a decay preventive. 
As with fluorides, the prophylaxis 
and dental care that accompanies 
treatment can be credited with 
some improvement in decay resis- 
tance. Perhaps because sodium 
fluoride applications got a running 
Start, impregnation has never 
gained as much momentum and 
not as many controlled studies are 
available. A careful study of 179 
high-school boys and girls, whose 
teeth were impregnated on one 
side of the mouth, untreated on

the other, returned a split verdict: 
7.8 percent of the untreated sur- 
faces developed cavities, as against 
7.4 percent of the impregnated 
surfaces. 


Brushing after eating 


Timing is the important thing: 
Brushing your teeth with any 
dentifrice you choose, or even with 
tap water, within 70 minutes after 
eating, should cut your tooth-decay 
rate in two. If you can’t brush, 
rinse the mouth thoroughly with 
water. But remember that every 
minute counts, for in the average 
mouth, acids associated with tooth 
decay are at peak concentration 
within 20 minutes after eating. 
That’s when cavity formation is 
most active—not two or three 
hours after dinner, or before break- 
fast. 

Latest evidence to support these 
statements comes from a two-year 
study of 946 college students, 
supervised by Dr. L. S. Fosdick of 
Northwestern University. A con- 
trol group had ‘“normal’’ twice-a- 
day brushing habits—before break- 
fast and before retiring. The other 
group was instructed to brush the 
teeth within 10 minutes after eat- 
ing, and to use a water rinse if they 
couldn’t brush. After one year, the 
“normal” brushers averaged 2.2 
cavities apiece. Those who brushed 
after meals had only .8 new cavi- 
ties, or a 63-percent difference in 
their favor. During the second 
year, aftermeal brushing declined 
to about 50-percent effectiveness, 
mostly because the “normal” 
brushers, for unknown reasons, 
didn’t develop decay as fast as they 
did the first year. 

A neutral tooth paste was used 
in the experiments. Fortified denti- 
frices might have made an even 
better showing. Tap water might 
have done almost as well. Not the 
dentifrice, but the timing of its use 
was the object of study. 

Both groups consumed candy 
and soft drinks according to their 
habits. A striking difference ap- 
peared among students of one 
school in which candy and soft 
drinks were not available. These 
were “control” students—that is 
they didn’t brush teeth after eat- 
ing. Nevertheless, their decay rate 
was phenomenally low. And there 
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were significantly fewer cavities in 
those schools where a water foun- 
tain was close to the soft drink and 
candy dispenser! 


Sugar restriction 


A sweet tooth is one that is hard 
to keep in your head. More and 
more dentists are convinced that 
excessive consumption of concen- 
trated sugars is the main factor in 
tooth decay among civilized peo- 
ple. Sugar is a rapidly fermentable 
carbohydrate, in contrast to that of 
cereals or vegetables. The lacto- 
bacillus or acid count can start 
zooming within three minutes af- 
ter sugar is eaten. 

You can get rid of much of this 
tooth-chiseling activity by brush- 
ing the teeth after eating, as in the 
Fosdick study. Or you can get as 
good or better results by reducing 
your intake of foods that favor acid 
production. 

Evidence is circumstantial, but 
convincing. Dr. Herman Becks of 
San Francisco had several hun- 
dred patients with rampant decay 
on his hands. “Rampant,” in 
dental language, means that these 
young people—they were mostly 
between 10 and 19 years old—had 
developed a minimum of 10 new 
cavities apiece in one year. 

Doctor Becks has recently re- 
ported what happened to 752 of 
these patients. During one year of 
treatment, 86 percent of them 
developed no new cavities at all! 
The remainder had one or two new 
cavities instead of 10. 

The treatment? Nothing but re- 
stricting their intake of sweets—any- 
thing that “tastes sweet, smells 
sweet, looks sweet, and is sweet,” 
in Doctor Beck’s words. In more 
than two-thirds of the patients, all 
that was necessary was restriction 
of some one sweet of which they 
were excessively fond. 

Not all sugar was eliminated. 
That’s next to impossible in an 
American diet. Concentrated 
sweets were merely reduced to a 
degree that enabled defensive 
mechanisms of the mouth to cope 
with them. During the rampant 
decay stage, patients consumed an 
average of 18.2 teaspoonfuls of 
sugar a day. A reduction to 10.5 
teaspoonfuls made all the differ- 
ence. [ Continued on next page

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, have now scanned the evi- 
dence for the major methods 
tooth-decay prevention and the 
verdict is up to you, since no meth- 
od pays off (except possibly fluor- 
ides) unless you apply it diligently 
Several methods can be combined 
for greater effectiveness. A proved 
practical program for saving the 
family’s teeth would include these 
measures 

1. See your dentist, and see that 
the kids see him, regularly. Effec- 
tiveness of surface applications is 
enhanced by cleaning. Every time 
your dentist fills a small new cavi- 
ty, he has given effective preven- 
tion to a proved vulnerable area of your 
particular tooth 

2. Brush your teeth after every 
meal with the dentifrice of your 
choice. Ammoniated, penicillin, 
and chlorophyll tooth pastes give 
some extras in protecuon, but not 
if haphazardly used. Mouth cleans- 
ing within 10 minutes after eating 
is important. Away from home 
you can take a drink of water after 
dessert, swish it through your teeth

4. If your city water lacks fluor- 
ine. it will stay that way until in- 
terested citizens press for action 
While fluoridated water may or 
may not prevent as much chil- 
drer § toot de ay as some cn- 
thusiasts believe, it does give meas- 
urable protection if they start 
drinking it young enough.

B.. ause toothaches hurt, em- 
phasis on decay prevention is a 
little lopsided. But the fact is that 
more adult teeth are lost from gum 
troubles—pyorrhea and the like 
than ever take the count from 
cavities. Teeth seem to mature like 
the rest of the body. Most people, 
by the time they're 30, have 
“grown out” of the most active de- 
cay age into the gum-trouble age. 

Maybe you’re downhearted be- 
cause none of the decay preven- 
tives, quite obviously, is anything 
like a panacea. Some day we may 
have one as knowledge unfolds. In 
fact, penicillin may point the way. 
A synthetic chemical, somewhat 
similar to penicillin, adhering to 
the teeth in a protective coating, i 
seen as a_ possible dectiaueess nt 
within two or three years. Doctor 
Fosdick says it isn’t unreasonable 
that we may have a mouth rinse 
which, used before breakfast, will 
protect teeth against cavities for 24 
hours. Until then, we'd better 
brush.

October Garden Guide 


South 


Sow hardy annuals everywhere, half- 
hardy kinds in Lower South only. Sow 
seed of perennials along the Gulf Coast and 
in Florida; seldom do they succeed as true 
perennials in these areas. 

Plant lilies, daffodils, tulips, and other 
bulbs including the small, early-flowering 
kinds in Middle and Upper South. Add the 
tender Paperwhite narcissus to this list in 
Lower South. Tulips to be planted in mild 
areas should have been held 90 days at 40 
degrees before planting. 

Spray camellias having scale insects with 
an oil emulsion. 


Central—East 


Dig dahlias as soon as tops are blackened 
by frost; glads are tougher than most tender 
bulbs and don’t have to be lifted imme- 
diately after a frost. Allow bulbs to dry in 
a warm, ventilated room. Store in vermic- 
ulite in a cool room. 

Use large, vigorous divisions of flowering 
perennials when transplanting this time of 
year. Prepare the soil deeply and add plenty 
of compost to encourage quick rooting. Set 
the crowns of the plants even with the soil 
surface and have the holes large enough to 
spread roots out flat. 

Stay away from under trees when burning 
rubbish and leaves; heat rises to con- 
siderable height, killing limbs. 
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Texas — Southwest 


Sow winter rye thickly as early as possible 
in October; feed if sown over Bermuda 
grass—rye makes heavy demands. Don’t 
allow rye to grow more than an inch above 
Bermuda at any time. Use winter aconite if 
a substitute is needed for grass as a ground- 
cover. Don’tallow new seeding to becomedry. 

Dig glad bulbs when leaves turn yellow- 
ish-green; deeply planted bulbs may be 
left in the ground if desired. Yellow calla 
lilies will do well in a sheltered, southeastern 
spot. 


Pacific Northwest 


Prepare now for your potting soil by 
bringing indoors some good garden soil, 
sand, and compost; you'll have it then for 
mixing and repotting the house plants at 
your convenience. 

Gather grapes before the rain causes the 
fruit to split. Protect tomatoes from frost. 

Plant spring-flowering bulbs. 


California 


Cut back to soil level rapid-growing 
shrubs such as lantana, buddleia, and 
pittosporum; they will grow new tops 
quickly. Do not prune roses this late in the 
season. 

Feed and mulch poinsettias—any check 
in growth now will cause leaves to fall off.

The diary of a plain 
dirt Garden 


Leaves have begun to fall. For 20 years I've puzzled over why that one 
maple always turns yellow and drops its leaves long before the rest do 


@et. 1 Saturday, and by early af- 
ternoon, the jolly old thermom- 
eter was up to 80. And not being 
the owner of a football ticket this 
fall, I did sally forth to work. After 
a bit, came back for a drink of 
water, sat down in the living room, 
and turned on the radio to hear 
how the game down at the college 
was coming on. It was so unin- 
teresting; the announcer’s voice 
monotonous. The next thing I 
knew about was Maggie’s voice. 

“Why, I thought you were out- 
doors. I’ve been looking all over 
the place for you and calling my 
head off,” said she. The game was 
over. Without even knowing what 
the final score was, I hurried back 
out. 

There was David, with the trac- 
tor, working over the garden to get 
it ready for sowing ryegrass as a 
winter cover crop. When turned 
under next spring, the ryegrass will 
put more humus in the soil. David 
will do any job that he can do with

mechanical power. But how he 
rebels at anything which takes 
muscles or hand labor or getting 
down on his knees. 

I inspected our sunflower crop 
and decided that it wasn’t ready to 
harvest yet. Probably I'll forget it, 
and the birds will do the job for 
me. 

Then Maggie asked me if I 
could find a squash. She meant the 
summer kind, and I did find one 
zucchini that is still soft enough to 
be usable. Then I went on to har- 
vest the rest of our crop of winter 
squashes. I found quite a lot of 
Hubbard, acorn, and butternut 
kinds. These are destined for the 
basement storage room. 

Then to the strawberry bed back 
of the garage, where day before 
yesterday I had been weeding. I 
labored hard at this, mainly down 
on knees to pull out weeds from the 
rows. To rest by standing up, I got 
a hoe and hoed carefully around 
every plant in my new iris bed. 
Little weeds are coming up all over 
this bed. The first chore here is to 
get out those that are close to the 
plants. 

I’ve often remarked before, but 
I'll say it again: This is the time of 
year when the perennials, bien- 
nials, and winter annuals of the 
family of weeds germinate and get 
their start in life. Most of them 
make little, flat, green rosettes 
now. But now is the time to get 
those weeds out, for next spring 
you may never catch up with them. 
Then the mustard and dandelions 
and compass plant and whatnot 
will make you blush in chagrin 
when visitors see them. 

October work ahead is to get as 
much of the place cleaned up as I 
can, Get that ryegrass sown. Put 
out a collection of newer narcissus

varieties I ordered. Maybe, if I can 
get the ground ready, I'll break 
down and get some more tulips 
and a few new peonies that I'm 
coveting. Most important of all, I 
have to reduce. Scales showed the 
other day that I’ve gained five 
pounds. That will never do. 


Oct. 2 Oh, what another beautiful 
day! So out to view the landscape. 
The mums looked so purty and 
gorgeous that I hurried back for 
my notebook and camera with 
color film. Set to work to record 
for memory some of the sight. 

Now I might here write a rap- 
turous review of these mums, by 
varieties. But what’s the use? There 
are by now so many good varieties. 
Each nursery has its own list. Each 
section of the country has its own 
favorites. Those growing in any 
two gardens are not the same. So 
who would be interested in what I 
have? Any mum is good. 

It is sufficient to say that mine

are doing well, thank you. A few 
of the early-blooming ones are, by 
now, sorta gone by. A number are 
right at their best, though one of 
my favorites is behind schedule 
and just coming on. The important 
thing about mums is that by select- 
ing varieties which bloom at dif- 
ferent dates, one can have a long, 
long period of bloom. 

Then I looked at my glads. 
Those back in rows in the vege- 
table path have long since been 
through bloom. Here and there a 
few show yellowing signs. It is 
about time to dig these. 

So down on knees with a 7-inch 
trowel, I pried under each corm 
with trowel and right hand. Pulled 
gently on tops with other hand. 
Put in piles. Then I clipped off the 
tops down close to the corms with 
the pruning shears. I piled them in 
flats one layer deep and hauled to 
the little tool shed where I'll let 
them dry and cure.

living for myself. I'm ready for 
some grains and seeds.” 

Well, old chap, methinks you'll 
have to wait for about three weeks 
yet. 


@ct. 7 There were some big weeds 
in the strawberry patch, with 
roots so deep I couldn’t pull them 
out. So looking over my tool arse- 
nal, I spied the perennial spade, 
with its long, narrow blade. With 
this, I had no trouble getting clear 
down to the bottom of those roots 
and getting them up aboveground 
where they could be destroyed. 


@ct. @ Jolly old summer back 
again. So out in clean overalls to 
sow ryegrass in spots David had 
worked up with the tractor. Bless 
my soul—by that time David had 
lit out in his campus jalopy, with 
the ryegrass seed in it. Looking 
around, I found a treasure—half 
a bag of plant food I didn’t know 
was there. So with this I began a 
sprinkling over the compost heap. 
Hauled a layer of weeds I’d been 
digging out and spread them on 
the pile. Then another sprinkling 
of plant food. This helps to rot 
down the pile faster. 


Oct. @ Since I neglected dusting 
or spraying of the roses consider- 
ably in recent weeks, I have black 
spot something terrible. But this 
gives me a good test on varieties 
which are resistant. So today I 
made notes about it. 

At the top of the list are those 
roses of shrubby type. These are so 
resistant I never even bother to 
waste any dust on them. They in- 
clude The Fairy, Prosperity, and 
Martha Lambert. Betty Pryor could 
almost be put here, too, and with- 
out doubt, the new floribunda, 
Masquerade, belongs. This latter 
is free and flourishing. 

Of the hybrid teas, I think the 
low, yellowish Golden Dawn be- 
longs about at the top of the list. 
Others that have little black spot 
are Charlotte Armstrong, Ap- 
plause, Forty-Niner, Crimson 
Glory, Radiance, Ernie Pyle, 
Rubaiyat, and Golden Jubilee. 
Some that are in a medium class 
are Sterling, Mirandy, Peace, 
Soeur Therese, Tallyho, and Poin- 
settia. 

Among the floribundas, those in 
the top class as quite resistant are 
the new Fashion, Red Ripples, 
Chatter, Donald Pryor. In the 
medium class would be Dainty 
Maid, Permanent Wave, and 
Goldilocks. 


Oct. 18 Out to dig the glads, 
the ones in the front bed. Amid 
the calm and peaceful scenery, | 
hobbled along on knees, armed 
with the big trowel, as twilight 
descended, and dug out every 
blessed glad. Cut off tops. Put in 
flats and hauled to shed.

proves your garden soil. Clods break down; soil becomes crumbly 
and granular; humus is mixed into soil. And you get an early start 


. who garden think of spring as the traditional 
season for plowing the garden. There's no doubt that 
your enthusiasm reaches its high point with the first 
warm south wind. But from the standpoint of sound gar- 
den practice, you should have your garden plowed up in 
the autumn before it freezes. 

For one thing, there’s the touchy matter of moisture 
content of the soil. It’s difficult in spring to find the right 
time between melting snow and early showers when the 
soil isn’t too wet, especially if you have a heavy soil. 
Working the ground when it is wet will cause puddling 
and the formation of stubborn, hard clods. But if the soil 
is wet in autumn when you plow, the clods will break 
down over winter. 

The alternate freezing and thawing is what breaks 
down the clods. Frost action has another desirable effect; 
it tends to create a crumbly, granular soil structure which 
is ideal for plants. 

Fall-plowing also gives you a head start of many days, 
and sometimes several weeks. There’s no waiting till the 
ground dries and you can get a man to do the work. The 
soil needs only raking in the spring to get it ready.

The quickest and easiest way to 
solve your problem is to twist to- 
gether two young shoots between 
the limbs, as shown. This may be 
done any time, but it’s easier after 
leaves have fallen. The twisted 
shoots will grow together, making 
a strong natural brace to prevent 
loss of limbs. Keep the tips cut back 
each spring for a time but allow 
foliage on twisted shoots for feeding 
until enlarged and well grown to- 
gether.

the answer to one of the gardener’s 
worst problems. 

Of special interest to the home- 
owner who is a slave to a clipped 
hedge is the way M-H can substi- 
tute for the pruning shears or hedge 
clipper. Anyone tied to this time- 
consuming chore knows how quick- 
ly even the best-sheared hedge will 
begin to look scraggly and un- 
kempt. Random twigs sprout all 
directions, reaching a length of 12 
to 20 inches in three or four weeks. 


Prver, pyracantha, and _buck- 
thorn hedges have been clipped 
and sprayed with M-H, with por- 
tions of the hedge left untreated to 
check the effect of the chemical. In 
every instance where enough was 
applied, the unsprayed part has 
made its usual wild-and-woolly 
growth, while the only visible 
growth for nearly two months on 
the treated portions has been an 
occasional twig that made only an 
inch or two of growth. 

M-H affects all grasses to some 
extent, but not in the same degree. 
Doctor Carleton says he began his 
lawn spray program with M-H 
before crabgrass had germinated, 
and not one blade of this lawn pest 
appeared in the sprayed area. It 
did appear in an unsprayed section 
just next to it, however, indicating 
that M-H is a crabgrass control if 
used early. 

Fescues, bents, and bluegrass 
seem to be able to tolerate heavier 
doses than less desirable grasses 
like crabgrass and Johnson grass. 
On immature crabgrass, M-H 
looks a little better than phenyl 
oe compounds, not quite as 

as potassium cyanate or PC. 
Fese reports are preliminary, of 
course, and later results may show 
M-H to be a good control for crab- 
grass at all stages. Because it does 
not injure bentgrass, it may be the 
better control for crabgrass in this 
species, since other crabgrass kill- 
ers injure bent seriously. 


y RR grass, a weed in lawns 
and cultivated fields, is stunted by 
light doses of M-H, killed com- 
nated by heavier applications. 

utgrass shrivels to a ghost of its 
once-robust self. Like 2,4-D, M-H 
doesn’t seem to affect the good, 
permanent grasses as much as it 
does weedy species. 

Eradication of wild onions from 
pasture grasses has always been a 
major problem. Even heavy ap- 
plications of 2,4-D killed only the 
small bulbs, while older plants 
merely went dormant to sprout 
again a few weeks later. Dr. Ver- 
non C. Harris of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture used M-H on 
wild onions growing in pasture 
grasses, and killed more than 97 
percent of the plants. The grass 
was injured noticeably, but came 
back after spring growth began. 

Home gardeners who have tried 
to grow apricots, sweet cherries, 
and many ornamental plants close 
to the northern limit of their hardi- 
ness will appreciate the effect of 
M-H. Since these species often 
open their blossoms before late 
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frosts are past, they often fail to 
flower and set fruit in areas subject 
to late freezes. If sprayed with 
M-H, the blossoms open later and 
escape damage. In the Chicago 
area, apricots and Japanese cher- 
ries sprayed with M-H flowered 
perfectly when unsprayed trees 
had little or no bloom. Flowering 
was delayed 15 days, long enough 
to escape frost damage. 

At Pennsylvania State College, 
scientists sprayed black raspberry 
plants with M-H at the time leaves 
were beginning to push. These 
plants blossomed about a month 
later than those in unsprayed rows. 
Even more interesting, the fruit 
ripened from two to three weeks 
later without any loss in quantity 
or quality. Development of this 
idea means the season for many 
fruits may be extended for both 
home and market use. 

The same scientists sprayed 
strawberry plants before the flower 
buds opened. Untreated plants 
went right on flowering. Sprayed 
plants stopped blooming, only to 
resume a few days after the un- 
treated plants had flowered. 

Plant breeders are interested in 
M-H for another reason. One of 
the big problems in making un- 
usual crosses—the kind of breeding 
that usually produces quickest re- 
sults—is that two species may 
bloom two or three months apart. 
In the past, breeders have tried to

save pollen in the refrigerator for 
later use. Results were never as 
good as when fresh pollen was 
used, however. 

During the past two years, many 
plant breeders have been using 
M-H to hold back the early species. 
A tree peony, which normally 
flowers in April, has been made to 
flower in June by spraying it with 
M-H, so it could be crossed with a 
later variety. Several fat pods on 
the retarded plant showed it appar- 
ently was producing normal seed. 

Unlike most other plant growth 
regulators, M-H affects narrow- 
leaved plants about as well as it 
does broad-leaved kinds. Since 
orchids have not responded to 
most plant growth regulators, 
orchid growers have been anxious 
to try the new chemical. They are 
now trying to slow down early- 
flowering species to make other- 
wise impossible crosses. 

Even more important, they 
hope to control flowering so they

One Western city is enthusiastic 
about the value of M-H in dealing 
with its annual cottonwood prob- 
lem. The cottonwood is the one 
tree that survives the semiarid 
conditions, but flying seeds bring 
hundreds of demands that cotton- 
woods be cut down each spring. A 
tentative spray program using 
M-H was worked out. The city 
forester reports 75-percent control 
with the first tests. He has high 
hopes of knocking off every flower 
before it can produce cotton. 


A report from the National 
Shade Tree Conference tells of 
controlling the fruiting of ginkgo 
Ihe female ginkgo produces 
fruit with a bad odor, making it 
highly offensive as a street tree 
Otherwise, it is a desirable street 
specimen. If the fruiting can be 
controlled with M-H, these valu- 
able trees may be saved 

Work on bulbs has been some- 
what limited, but experiments sug- 
gest that important discoveries 
may be made in controlling growth 
One test includes 100 gladiolus 
corms from plants sprayed with 
M-H last fall and put in storage 
with unsprayed bulbs. By July 10, 
the unsprayed corms were worth- 
less for planting. The sprayed lot 
still was perfect, and was planted 
on that date. The corms have made 
normal growth, and there are in- 
dications that they will flower 
normally. Further experiments 
may show that glads can be car- 
ried for late plantings without loss 
of quality 

Sweet Spanish onions treated 
with the chemical have been kept 
in good condition for months 
longer than untreated onions from 
the same row. Since this type of 
onion does not keep well, M-H 
may be the answer to a longer sea- 
son in storage.

One circumstance in connection 
with this test, however, illustrates 
the type of problems which cannot 
be anticipated in working with a 
new chemical. The Spanish onions 
treated were intended for seed pro- 
duction of a new hybrid onion. 
The treatment destroyed the grow- 
ing point from which the seed 
shoot would have come. Since 
onions have only one growing 
point, the bulbs were worthless for 
seed production. 

M-H has prevented the sprout- 
ing of potatoes in storage. There 
have been effective sprout-inhibi- 
tors before, but all of them injured 
the sprouts so seriously they could 
not be used for seed purposes 
M-H-treated tubers, however, if 
not overdosed, seem to be suitable 
for seed use. 

One possible use for the new 
chemical! still is under investiga- 
tion. That is as a cut-flower pre- 
servative. Since it slows up plant 
growth, it also delays the aging 
processes which cause flowers to 
droop and fade. Early tests are 
promising. Because it can be dis- 
solved in water, M-H seems to be a 
practical chemical for this purpose. 

Another use under study is the 
disbudding of certain flowers which 
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troubles due to tank corrosion,

produce stronger side shoots and 
more flowers if the central or crown 
bud is removed. In the greenhouse, 
this is a tedious hand operation, 
done at considerable cost. If M-H 
is applied in the right amount at 
the right moment, the growth of 
the crown bud is checked com- 
pletely, and the side shoots or later- 
als develop strongly. 

Unfortunately, home gardeners 
can’t yet enjoy M-H benefits by 
walking into a store and buying a 
package. It’s still very much an 
experimental chemical. The firm 
that developed it is struggling to 
increase production, while new 
possible uses keep cropping up to 
demand more. One of these uses— 
chemical detasseling of hybrid 
corn—could easily absorb all the 
available supply. 


) ae of the costly, tedious op- 
eration of detasseling corn for hy- 
brid seed production by hand, ex- 
perts at lowa State College feel 
they can produce male-sterile 
plants by spraying with M-H— 
plants which will not produce pol- 
len to ruin the crossing that makes 
hybrid corn possible. Under pres- 
ent conditions, the female line 
must be deprived of its pollen by 
breaking off the tassel before it ma- 
tures. 

In chemical detasseling, the corn 
plants are sprayed when about 
knee high. Only the female row is 
sprayed, leaving the male row to 
produce pollen needed for the 
cross. Present indications are that 
M-H can perform the detasseling 
operation at one-tenth the normal 
cost. 

Similar experiments with toma- 
toes, cucumbers, and onions have 
revealed nothing as significant as 
the one in corn. 

The “why” of the marked action 
of M-H in diverse tests has aroused 
scientific curiosity,’ generally. 
Monthsof painstaking work, check- 
ing the effect on each part of the 
plant cell, will go into providing 
the answer. 

It is known that if the dosage is 
right—enough but not too much— 
the apical cell or growing tip is 
slowed down. In others, death of

the tip cell forces the plant to re- 
sume growth from side branches 
What are the toxic effects on 
plants and animals? Will M-H re- 
main in the soil to harm future 
plantings? Will it kill or injure use- 
ful bacteria, fungi, and higher 
plants? What of the danger of 
poisoning humans who eat it? 


L. overdoses, it can be fatal to 
plants. Doctor Carleton controlled 
grass growth effectively for two 
months with four sprayings. When 
he resprayed a portion of the lawn 
a third time, all the grass in that 
portion died. Repeated applica- 
tions seem to prevent root growth, 
and new roots are necessary to keep 
plants growing. Limits of tolerance 
must be determined before M-H 
can be sold for general use. It does 
not seem to accumulate in the soil 
to any extent, however, at least at 
rates used on plants to date. 

Preliminary checks show M-H 
to be less toxic to man than com- 
mon table salt. Extensive tests re- 
main to be made before the chemi- 
cal can be given an unconditional 
bill of health. 

What about cost? M-H is not in 
the class of chemicals which remain 
laboratory curiosities because they 
cannot be made _ economically. 
Produced at present in a pilot plant 
that follows a miniature commer- 
cial process, it promises to com- 
pete in price with other plant 
growth regulators. 


a terms of labor saved, as in the 
case of hybrid corn detasseling, it 
may prove cheaper than any com- 
petitive material or method. Bar- 
ring unforeseen production diffi- 
culties, it will not be too expensive 
for general use when it is ready for 
the market. 

Time of release depends, of 
course, on new problems to be 
worked out by the experts in ad- 
vance. Even then, there may be 
unpredictable factors to make its 
application to plants an adventure 
in a new field.

revolt against “Mother knows 
best.” It may be progress. Some- 
times I wonder. But because of it, 
we present-day parents have been 
so preached at, so looked down the 
nose at by the whole roster of 
newly minted social science ex- 
perts, that we are in danger of los- 
ing our sense of proportion and our 
own place in the scheme of things. 
Badgered on every side as we are, 
no wonder so many of us either en- 
courage or concur with the arbi- 
trary taking away from us of what 
is to me most definitely a family 
duty and responsibility. 


Ir we are so constituted that 
talking to our children about these 
subjects embarrasses us, then it is 
high time we got over it. The ex- 
perts are right when they say it is 
unfair to a child to leave him to 
find out things for himself. But 
think of it from the child’s point 
of view. It’s a sorry comment on 
your whole life with him from the 
day he was born if he would be 
happier or more at ease to have 
someone other than you answer 
his questions either directly or in- 
directly in regimented talks. 

Ask the college boys and girls 
you know how they feel about the 
prescribed sex talk someone is 
usually delegated to give them in 
their freshman year. The answers 
were revealing. Most of them 
showed contempt for the person 
who did the talking, which I found 
the saddest reaction of all. “Too 
buddy-buddy” wasone description. 


Neither do I think the much-ad- 
vised practice of handing out 
“scientific” books or “leave them 
on your daughter’s bedside table” 
has much to commend it. What 
kind of a roundabout way is that to 
cope with a problem? Aren’t you 
and your daughter speaking these 
days? Like the “‘talks,”’ these books 
make no allowances for previous 
knowledge or present requirements. 
Nor can they know what had best 
be left for the future apposite mo- 
ment. Everything is there in one 
fell swoop from the process of con- 
ception to venereal diseases. I am 
sure if I had ever been given such 
a book in my teens I would have 
read it avidly from cover to cover, 
but I would have had a severe at- 
tack of emotional indigestion. 
Certainly what my Victorian 
parents called “evil companions” 
and “evil practices” have a lure 


and excitement not to be mini- 
mized. But reading a book or being 
told the “biological facts in a de- 
tached, scientific way,”’ to quote 
one pamphlet on advice to parents, 
provides no magic circle against 
the little girl or boy who may 
move in next door. I may be un- 
duly optimistic, but I do not think 
there is any danger of a child be- 
coming involved too deeply with 
evil companions if from his earliest 
days his relations within his own 
family have been free of taboo and 
false modesty and if he has received 
his share of affection, tenderness, 
and respect as an individual. 

Why should I talk to my chil- 
dren about sex in a detached, 
scientific manner anyway? I don’t 
talk to them about anything else in 
any such fashion. We go on for 
hours about God, the stars, life 
after death, music, the art of cook- 
ing. Why shouldn’t we discuss 
sex the same way? 


K nowing the physiological struc- 
ture and functions of the body is a 
fine thing at any age. But a sound 
biological background is not the 
whole answer. If it were, then a 
good doctor would never have in- 
digestion, and the best lover and 
the most perfectly adjusted hus- 
band would of necessity be a well- 
trained gynecologist. Man is a 
physical animal, yes, but he is also 
a great deal more. Love between 
man and woman is a matter of the 
body but far more importantly a 
matter of the heart and spirit— 
two attributes which have never 
yet been satisfactorily graphed or 
charted. I doubt they ever will be. 

The present trend, to think of 
ourselves in coldly analytical terms, 
to replace and explain away the 
upper levels of our being by the 
intellectual, scientific approach, I 
find tragic. It is doubly tragic when 
applied en masse to the pitifully 
vulnerable mind and spirit of a 
child. A butterfly can be caught 
and pinned down, its colors an- 
alyzed, its body dissected. But it 
will never fly again. 

I want my child to be let alone 
to fly in his own fashion. However, 
he must have his feet guided while 
he is still learning to walk. That is 
my job. I would not wring my 
hands and call in the school 
authorities to help me teach him to 
eat, to smile, to grow. Why should 
I either ask or permit them to help 
me to teach him to love?
